Barnett scoops Le 
Supermotocross ‘80

MONTREAL, CANADA, MAY 31 


Mark Barnett rode his Jeff Clark tuned RH 
Suzuki with impeccable skill to give the make 
its first Supercross victory on Canadian soil. 
After a clear-cut qualifying round win, Barnett 


passed Yamaha’s Broc Glover for 
the lead two laps into the final 
and managed to keep the triple 
National Champion at bay for 
the remaining 18 laps. Barnett had to 
wait for the very last laps to enjoy any 
kind of a lead over Glover, as the tall 
Califorian was hounding him relent- 
lessly, at times pushing his front wheel 
right alongside Barnett’s yellow rocket- 
ship. Glover's fierce drive for first was 
hampered when the leading pair had 
to start lapping slower riders. 








A record crowd of 43,000 
experienced this high speed ballet as a 
very fitting finale to an evening that 
had Olympic Park stadium filled for 
the fourth annual edition of the 
Molson Breweries’ sponsored 
Supermotocross. Montreal’s pioneer 
efforts have driven a group of 
promoters to organize Toronto's first 
Supercross to be held June 7 in CNE 








Stadium. Together with the 
Supermotocross Molson, Toronto's 
Supercross Spectacular will give 


















Canada its first Supercross champion. 

The qualifying and transfer system 
used for Supermotocross is identical to 
the American system. 

As could be expected, Americans 
ran away with first place in all four 
qualifiers. Mark Barnett, Honda's 
Ron Sun and Yamaha teammates 
Broc Glover and Donnie Cantaloupi 
won their respective qualifiers most 
decisively. Each one led his ten lap 
blitz wire-to-wire. 

Americans in action other than heat 
winners Barnett, Glover, Cantaloupi 
and Ron Sun included Frank Stacy, 
the Bigelow brothers - Kip, Kris and 
Kirk — Jeff Ward, John Savitski and Pat 
Maroney. 

Seconds after the 25 finalists 
skipped over the fallen loops of the 
starting gate, Ron Sun was heading 
right for the upper side of the very 
high first turn berm. Sun, riding a 
Cliff White modified production 
CR250 against exotic factory 
equipment, turned his jet - quick start 
into a stop-and-go match with the head- 
high berm. This let the three other 
qualifying round winners by on the 
inside. Glover cut that corner ultra- 
tight on the inside edge and that 
proved to be the fastest way around 
the first bend. Mark Barnett was right 
behind the 125cc champ, chased by 
Donnie Cantaloupi on the Bevo Forte 
wrenched Yamaha. 

Glover flew out front leaving all but 
one rider far behind. That man was 
Mark Barnett and a lap and a half 
later, it was his turn to cut under 
Glover in a corner following a high 
speed jump. On this very jump, Glover 
in a corner following a high speed 
jump. On this very jump, Glover had 
earlier sailed 78 feet in the air, and 
would later win him the Yamaha jump 
contest plus $300. At this point, 
though, Glover was in no mood for 
sideshows. He set after Barnett who 
was ripping up the track as he had 
done since the first practice lap. 


“T like the track a lot, it asks for a lot 
of technique. It’s not dangerous, but 
very tricky. I like that,” said Barnett. 

Glover cut the three seconds lead 
Barnett had opened ‘to’ mere 
hundreths. Barnett’s arch enemy on 
125s was on his tail. 


“I was close, I was touching him 
at some points, but then we started 
hitting traffic,” said Glover, adding 
that lappers had slowed him down 
more than they had Barnett, since he 
had to contend with riders frozen by 
Barnett’s passes. 


Gradually, Barnett pulled away 
again, ultimately crossing the line 
some five seconds in front of Glover 
who was still hunched over on his bike 
minutes after the end of the race. 


Donnie Cantaloupi followed 
teammate Glover at the finish line. He 
had gained on the leaders even while 
they were blazing around for the lead, 
but had later settled down for a very 
cozy third place finish. Only Jeff Ward 
disturbed the initial group’s order as 
he nipped past Ron Sun for fourth. 


Frank Stacy, still fresh from his 
Two-Day wins, came in sixth in front 
of Ross Pederson, the first Canadian 
finisher. Pederson had taken the start 
of the final after having dislocated leg 
bones put back into place by a 
specialist in the pits. He is thus taking 
a serious option on the first Canadian 
Supercross title to be decided June 7 i co 
Toronto.

Roberts romps in Italy 


MISANO, ITALY, MAY 11 


Riding a new YZR500 Yamaha with a square 
tube, aluminum alloy frame, 500cc World 
Champion Kenny Roberts whipped all comers 
at the Italian Grand Prix held on the twisting 


3.36 km Misano circuit on the 
Adriatic coast of Italy. 

Using only five gears, Roberts 
quickly set the pace after an early 
scrap with the Italian Olio Nava Fiat 
works Suzuki of Marco Luchinelli. 
Roberts blitzed the lap record, shaving 
just under one second off the old 
record set by Luchinelli. 


Before the race was underway Luchi- 
nelli was considered the favorite after 
taking split seconds off his old record 
in practice and setting the quickest 
times, After his early race scrap with 
Roberts, Luchinelli was eventually side- 
lined when his engine seized due to 
main bearing failure, which proved a 
common fault with the works Suzukis 
except for Graziano Rossi who passed 
the checkered flag third behind 
Franco Uncini’s Suzuki. 


Of Luchinelli, Roberts said, “It was 
the best I've ever seen Luchinelli ride. 
I wanted to stay behind him for half 
the race but he missed a shift and I 
nearly hit him. He was braking so 
early, I would have got past him earlier. 
I went around him when he missed the 
shift. I saw Randy (Mamola) once and 
I knew I had to get going.” 


Roberts took the lead on lap nine 
and set a cracking pace with Luchi- 
nelli in hot pursuit. His bike’s new 
frame appeared to be taxed by the 
strain of the pace, wriggling in several 
places around the track. 

It took King Kenny a mere two laps 
to build a commanding lead but 
Texaco Heron Suzuki teamster Randy 
Mamola wanted to be in the hunt and 
snatched second spot from Luchinelli. 


But Mamola’s bike couldn't take the 
pressure as the main bearing cracked 
up. Only shortly before, teammate 
Graeme Crosby, winner of the 1980 
Daytona Superbike race, retired with 
similar problems while lying in 10th 


place. Luchinelli regained his second 
place after 19 laps. 

“I was also using only five gears and 
Luchinelli got me as the main bearing 
broke,” said Californian Mamola. “I 
heard it go on the 17th lap and pulled 
out two laps later.” 

Dutchman Wil Hartog was another 
victim of the mysterious bearing disease 
and then Luchinelli pulled into the 
pits on lap 25 with smoke pouring from 
his chambers. 

Suzuki privateer Franco Uncini stole 
Luchinelli’s place after cutting through 
the field from the seventh spot on lap 
one. Uncini’s pace was also red hot but 
Roberts’ lead was commanding and he 
had to be content with second. 

Riding the sole surviving’ works 
Suzuki, Italian Rossi made a poor start 
but finished third ahead of South 
American Johnny Cecotto who rode a 
near standard TZ500 Yamaha. 

In a race where only seven of the 14 
finishers completed the full distance, it 
was former World Champion Barry 
Sheene who finished seventh after his 
bike’s monoshock went stiff on the 
fourth lap. 

Only 14 of the 30 starters finished 
the race. Kork Ballington was another 
who didn’t stay the distance when his 
new KR500 Kawasaki pulled into the 
pits on lap four with ignition troubles. 

As the first round in this year’s World 
Championships after Venezuela was 
canceled and Austria snowed out, the 
victory made defending champion 
Roberts happy. “I didn’t score at the 
first round last year so I'm very pleased. 
I was a bit worried about the Suzukis 
but their troubles have given me more 
confidence in my Yamaha.” Showing 
his pleasure with the win, Roberts de- 
lighted the 40,000-strong crowd with a 
big wheelie down the straight and 
under the checkered flag. 

Delighted to be number one for the 
first time since 1978, South American 











Johnny Cecotto now has the 350cc title 
in his sights. Winning this champion- 
ship class in 1975, Cecotto confounded 
the critics with his excellent form as he 
raced to an early lead in the Italian 
350cc race and was headed only once 
during a short scrach with Reymond 
Freymond. 

An early dice materialized in the form 
of countryman Carlos Lavado but 
after scorching the asphalt and setting 
a new lap record, the Venezuelan fell. 

As Cecotto and Lavado set the pace, 
Italian 250cc Champion Massimo Mat- 
teoni moved up to hussle the leaders 
but after Lavado fell, the Italian cruised 
behind Cecotto to take a well-ridden 
second place. 

Veteran Walter Villa also powered, 
moving through the field with casual 
aplomb until a dice with Italy's Carl 
Perugini riding the radical four- 
cylinder RTM materialized. Villa held 
the upper hand, though, and finished 
third. 

West German Anton Mang clinched 
the 250cc race after his rear brake 
seized in the $50cc race and threw him 
off. Kork Ballington was also in the 
hunt for first until he hit a patch of oil 
while dicing with Mang and came down. 

Italian Pier-Paolo Bianchi led the 
125cc race from start to finish.

Spanish GP 
to King Kenny 


JARAMA, SPAIN, MAY 18 
Kenny Roberts made it two in a 





row as he sped to an easy victory 
in the Spanish round of the 500cc 
World Championships at Jarama. 
King Kenny covered $7 laps of the 3.3 
kilometre circuit — just outside Madrid 
— at an average speed of 127.7 km/h. 


Roberts took the lead in the ninth lap 
on his YZR Yamaha and consistently 
widened the gap over Italian Marco 
Luchinelli and American Randy 
Mamola, who were both aboard works 
Suzukis. 

A keen battle for fourth place was 
waged between Takazumi Katayama, 
Barry Sheene, and Johnny Cecotto. 

Winning the first round in Italy, 
Roberts now has a 14 point lead in the 
championship after two rounds. 


The 250cc race was South African 
Kork Ballington’s from start to finish, 
leaving West German Anton Mang 
over eight second behind. 


Mang still heads the points table, 
though, as Ballington DNF the first 
round in Italy. 


Frenchman Thierry Espie rode his 
Yamaha to third place ahead of coun- 
tryman Jean Francois Balde, who is now 
second in the point standings after his 
fourth place. 

The 125cc race brought the 60,000 
Spanish spectators to a fever pitch as 
Pier-Paolo Bianchi diced with Spain's 
Angel Nieto but the Spaniard’s Min- 
arelli broke on the third lap and the 
Italian, riding his Minarelli, repeated 
his Italian victory 

Switzerland's Bruno Kneubuhler from 
Italy, worked his way into second place 
ahead of Palazzese and that's where 
they finished. Kneubuhler is now sec- 
ond on the points list. 

Italy’s Eugenio Lazzarini won the 
50cc class on his Kreidler after a bad 
start. As 13th away from the line, Laz-

The 100-mile AMA Grand National 
Championship Series road race at 
Loudon went to Triumph Trident- 
mounted Gary Nixon. The win mark- 
ed Nixon's return from injury and ill 
fortune, as he took the lead 11 laps 
from the finish when Mark Brelsford 
(H-D) broke a piston. Dave Smith 
(Kaw) and Don Emde (Yam) finished 
2-3. Earlier in the weekend, Nixon 
and Yvon DuHamel had a hard-fought 
dice going in the 250cc Lightweight 
event on Yamahas, but Nixon’s quit 
just before the end of the race. In 
Novice action, Mike Lane lapped the 
entire field in his first professional 
race, and Rusty Bradley earned an- 
other $2500 in Kawasaki contingency 
money by winning the Amateur race. 


Riding a 400 Husky, Bill Silverthorn 
and Gene Fetty topped the motorcycle 
classes in the NORRA-promoted Baja 
500 off-road race. The pair missed the 
overall win, which went to Parnelli 
Jones’ Bronco, by 40 minutes. Preston 
Petty and Bob Ewing had the second 
best motorcycle time on their BSA 
Metisse, followed by 250cc winners 
Armond Caprio and John Kenyon 
(Yam). Malcolm Smith and Whitey 
Martino were leading until the oil es- 
caped from the gearbox, which then 
seized while Malcolm was crossing Dia- 
blo Dry Lake.

In scrambles action at Prescott, AZ, 
Gary Wells won the 100 and 125cc 
Expert classes and took a second in the 
250cc Experts behind Ron Shuman.

It’s got a fightin’ chance to become a legendary bike.

“How do you make a wise investment 
in the thing you love most. ..motorcy- 
cles?” Atop his mountain in San Luis 
Obispo, Craig Vetter was, in typical 
Craig Vetter fashion, conducting a 
press conference. Leaning against the 
doorframe of his workshop, dressed in 
Levis, cotton shirt and a vest, the 
designer of fairings called Windjam- 
mer and Quicksilver addressed his 
guests in a casual rambling manner. 


Vetter has designed a $10,000 motor- 
cycle. That’s if you buy the basic pack- 
age. If you'd like the stock Kawasaki 
KZ1000 motor brought up to higher 
performance specifications, several 
extra-cost options are available. Stage 
I tuning from Yoshimura R&D will in- 
crease the figure by $800. Stage II goes 
for $1,135. Stage III costs $1,350. And 
Stage IV — the ultimate normally as- 
pirated version, a full-on 1015cc Super- 
bike racing motor — does not carry a 
price tag in Vetter’s brochure. 


If having the breath pumped through 
your motor by the piston/valve action 
isn’t enough, Russ Collins’ R.C. En- 
gineering turbocharger should fill the 
void on your list of needs and create a 
new one deep in your wallet. The 
turbo model carries a $1,700 addition- 
al fee. 

The Mystery Ship, however, is not 
intended for the average motorcyclist 
who’s looking for greater sensual satis- 
faction in riding. It’s aimed toward a 
more materialistic form of gratifica- 


tion: The joy of owning something rare 
and beautiful. And expensive. 


The Mystery Ship is for collectors, 
those who can afford it. Vetter said he 
expects to see more of his machines 
decorating offices than rolling down 
the boulevards. It’s the type of bike 
they'll trailer to Daytona and park 
side-by-side to show to people, he told 
the journalists.

And, as he put it, it’s a way to invest 
in the thing you love most...motor- 
cycles. It’s a collector's investment in 
the time of double-digit inflation 
figures. “The Mystery Ship is a piece 
of artwork you can drive; it’s a piece of 
artwork that’s a motorcycle,” Vetter 
added. 

As it should be, each step is docu- 
mented along the way — signed by the 
artist, so to speak. Vetter issues a Certi- 
ficate of Authenticity, signed and 
dated by himself. If Yoshimura motor 
work is done, Fujio Yoshimura signs a 
similar certificate. If an R.C. Engineer- 
ing turbocharger is installed, Russ 
Collins adds his autograph to the list. 


How many does he expect to sell? 

“There are about seven of them that 
are sold now. I don’t know how many 
we'll sell. We’ll never sell more than 
200. That’s enough to be known but 
not too many to be collectible. 


“This whole thing is extremely spec- 
ulative. If I couldn’t afford to write it 
off, I wouldn’t have done it. It’s got a 
fightin’ chance to become a legendary 
bike. 

“It’s important to me to have a place 
in history... I'll tell you that blatantly.” 

Will Vetter’s concept be accepted by 
those who can afford it? Maybe that’s 
why he calls it Mystery Ship. e

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SUZUKI GETS AN RM UF

or years, Suzuki has hov- 
ered near the apex of mo- 
tocross technology, seem- 
ingly poised to take the 


final few steps necessary to produce 
the ultimate MX machine. Under the 
guiding influence of Roger DeCoster, 
Suzuki’s entrants to the battlefield of 
the berm have progressed from the 
swap-and-pitch TM series to the nicely 
balanced but slightly flawed line of 
RMs. 


Would 1980 be the year when the 
Suzuki engineers found the perfect 
combination of power, handling and 
suspension to herald in the new age of 
motocross superiority for the common 
man? The answer is both yes and no. 
The T model RM250 is a fine compila- 
tion of separate hardwares that on 
paper add up to excellence but on the 
race track is merely correct. 

The new mid-size RM is a bike with 
no major weaknesses but also with no 
major strengths. Dazzling is not a 
superlative that would apply to this 
year’s quarter-liter Suzuki, but it won't 
surprise you or let you down. And best 
of all, it's the kind of bike an average 
rider can be consistent on. 

Handling the traction duties up 
front is a 3.00x21 Bridgestone tire that 
turned well on four different track sur- 
faces but never gave a positive feel 
when braking. Heavy braking, particu- 
larly on hard pack, gave the rider a 
feeling of the tire being on the verge of 
a sudden loss of adhesion, i.e. lock-up. 
The RM’s powerful front brake with 
large swept area housed inside a new 
’79 full width hub can easily overpower 
the tire’s grip upon the track. For- 
tunately the feedback from the brake 
lever is excellent and near lock-ups 


were easily controlled. 

The Suzuki's brake is especially nice 
when entering slow corners with stutter 
bumps at the entrance. The short lever 
movement from hard braking to soft 
helps the rider dive deeper into a 
corner with the assurance that he will 
have full control even as the front 
wheel struggles to stay in contact with 
the track. 

Helping.the 250 in this task is 
Suzuki's plush front end. Air-assisted 
coil springs combine the best of both 
theories and produce a fork that is 
truly progressive. Compression and 
rebound damping are well matched 
and the RM soaks up small ripples and 
stadium whoops with equal ease. On 
one particularly rough track, the bike 
occasionally would wag its head but 
still continue along the path chosen by 
the rider even as the suspension 
bottomed at each end. 

Steering head angle on the RM is 
29°, and this contributes to both the 
best and worst features of its handling. 
Squaring off turns, taking the inside 


line, even riding the outside monorail 
berms are well within the bike's areas 
of expertise. Long travel conventional 
suspension has made the Suzuki grow 
taller with each model and having the 
weight up high combined with steep 
steering head angle and moderately 
short 56.9 inch wheelbase give the bike 
a feeling of wanting to stand up in 
turns, or even highside. Steep, tight 
inside berms would leave the rider 
fighting for control and more than 
once losing. Only once did the RM 
actually spit the rider off by highsiding, 
but on several occasions the bike 
would stand up and climb over the 
berm. In fairness we must point out 
that this occurred only when the rider 
was not being fully aggressive. If you 
attack the turn, hold the gas on, 
keep your weight forward and “lean,” 
then the Suzuki is a perfect lady. Just 
don’t let your concentration slip. 

If you are looking to buy any acces- 
sory item for your new RM, may we 
suggest a straightpull throttle. The 
stock throttle has been around for five 


years and is still as vulnerable to break- 
age in a fall or to having the cable 
snagged by another rider as on the first 
A model. 

Rubber mounting of the handlebars 
seems to reduce rider fatigue caused 
by vibration and riding the bike for 
long periods on rough tracks never left 
the riders with sore or tired hands as 
with many European bikes. The bend 
of the handlebars seems as poorly 
chosen as the positioning seems right. 
The bars are well forward and help the 
rider to keep his weight over the front 
wheel as the bike was intended to be 
ridden, but the extra bend to the bars 
after junctioning with the crosspiece 
puts an undue strain upon the wrists. 

New this year on the RM are rounded- 
off fenders unlike the previous square 
model plastic. The fenders do an ade- 
quate job of keeping mud and dirt 
from the pilot’s face, and the tanx and 
seat are well-matched with Suzuki's 
latest tri-blue graphics. The Suzuki 
decal on the left side of the tank came 
off before even one day's riding ended, 
and we can only guess that it wasn’t 
applied correctly at the factory. The 
2.2 gallon capacity of the tank is more 
than sufficient for a regular moto, and 
the wide opening and safety strap for 
the cap makes refilling an easier 
chore. 

Below the tank sits the RMs. best 
feature, its motor. The power is 
smooth and strong and probably the 
most controllable on the market. Some

bikes may have more top end ponies 
and a few do have more torque down 
low, but the Suzuki offers a nearly 
ideal compromise. On tracks with 
loamy traction the RM was equal to 
every bike we ran it against especially 
coming out of turns with one finger on 
the clutch and the front wheel pawing 
the air. Slippery surfaces required a 
little more finesse from the rider, but 
once again the RM was able to use 
whatever traction was available and 
drive smoothly away from turns while 
other bikes fought to hook up. 


The RM’s power transfers through a 
five-speed gear box and 520 chain to 
reach the rear tire. The gear box 
works well but not with the ease of the 
new Yamaha transmission. Shifting 
isn’t really critical as the bike can 
usually be left a gear too high as the 
rider merely fans the clutch to rocket 
away from the corner. 


Kayaba four-way adjustable shocks 
handle the suspension chores at the 
rear and work better than most con- 
ventional lay-down units. Most of the 
lighter riders complained that the 
shocks were just too stiff on the initial 
movement. We adjusted the damping 
rods to a lighter setting and lowered 
the nitrogen pressure in the reservoirs 
about 40 pounds which seemed to pro- 
vide the best all-around performance 
for the average-sized tester. The 
lighter spring rate helped most on 
chatter bumps and the straight-edged 
acceleration holes that some southern 








California tracks always develop at the 
exit from tight turns. Here the RM was 
able to hook-up and power away from 
the turn without terribly abusing the 
rider’s kidneys, although the lighter 
damping seemed to contribute to a 
vague wallowing feeling at high 
speeds. 

The rear tire is Bridgestone’s latest 
tread design, and it worked as well as 
Dunlop’s National-winning rubber on 
loamy soil. On hard pack the tire is 
better than average and can easily 
handle turning, braking, or accelerat- 
ing. But any two at the same time 
tends to confuse rider as the tire slips 
sideways in a peculiar manner. When 
the rider trusted the Suzuki and rolled 
on the power smoothly, the sideways 
performance of the Bridgestone 
seemed well within control. 


Suzuki’s new rear brake features 
cable operation instead of their tradi- 
tional rod on the pretense that the 
rider would have better feel for braking. 
None of the test riders seemed to feel 
any difference from last year’s RM. 
The brake is still strong and too easily 
locks the rear wheel. 


The T model Suzuki is not an 
easy starter, and the factory has 
adjusted the timing curve on the CDI 
to help low RPM firing. Still, our test 
bike was difficult to start, and we kept 
fouling spark plugs. The RMs are 
delivered with a very richly tuned 
Mikuni, and we had to drop the 
main jet size and needle position to 





alleviate the hard starting and fouled 
plugs. 

Many riders will win races on the 
1980 RM250T, and many more will 
finish second, third or even 10th. Well 
suited for riders ranging from 
beginner to expert, the RM is not the

Thacker, Vance top NMRA 
Northeast Spring Nat’ls

EPPING, NH, MAY 24-25 


With a combination of beautiful New England 
weather and some of the best side-by-side racing 
in the history of National Motorcycle Racing 
Association, Northeast Spring Nationals was a 


rousing success. The overflowing 
crowd was treated to a host of 
National Records including a 
new Top Fuel ET record. Bo 
O’Brochta of St. Petersberg, FL, took 
his Terminal Van Lines- blown 
Kawasaki on a pair of identical 7.55 
second runs to earn himself the Top 
Fuel National Record. 


Top Fuel 


The new National Record holder, 
O’Brochta, led all qualifiers with a 
7.639 pass at 176.12 mph. Number 
two went to the Kawasaki team of Naff/ 
Lewis/Thacker, with Frog Thacker 
riding. Frog turned a 7.824 ET at 
176.81 mph. The third spot fell to 
veteran fuel racer Danny Johnson, who 
took his blown Kawasalt to a 7.849/ 
183.29. The number four qualifier 
was NMRA's Southeast Nationals 
champ, Elmer Trett. Elmer took his 
double engined Harley-Davidson 
down the track to the tune of 8.038 at 
173.74 mph. National Number One 
Jim Bernard was in the number five 
spot as he took the Teson and Bernard 
Yamaha to an 8.249/157.89 pass. The 
second Harley in the field belonged to 
long time fuel rider Danny Cooper. 
Cooper qualified in the sixth position 
with a run of 8.796 with no mph 
recorded. The number seven qualifier 
was Ken Blackburn, who ran an 8.802/ 
146.34. The last man in the field was 
Steve Ruggerio with his double engine 
Harley Sportster. Ruggerio made the 
field with a 9.248 pass at 144.46 mph. 
The first alternate spot went to Marion 
Owens who was sorting out new bike 
bugs with his Harley-Davidson. 


O'Brochta started out round one of 
eliminations with an easy win over 
Bernard as the Kawasaki ran an 8.415 
at 144.92 mph to the Yamaha's 
9.169/102.50. The second pairing saw 
Blackburn upset the number three 
qualifier Johnson, as Johnson got out 
of shape and had to backpedal to 
salvage the run. Blackburn ran an 
8.039/171.10 to Johnson's losing 8.270/ 
182.55. Cooper brought his Harley to 
the line to face Frog Thacker. Thacker 
jumped out on Cooper though, and 
ended the Harley’s shopes. Thacker’s 
winning time was 7.945/176.81 to a 
losing 8.765/160.14 for Cooper. A 
battle of the Harley Sportsters ended 
the first round as Treet rolled to the 
line to fave Ruggerio. When the win 


light flashed on, Trett was heading 
into the second round as he trailered 
Ruggerio. Trett ran a 7.955/170.13 to 
Ruggerio’s game, but losing 9.063/ 
143.08. 

The second round of competition 
got underway with a pair of blown 
Kawasakis pairing off against each 
other. Bo O’Brochta took the win with 
a record breaking ET of 7.555 seconds 
at 183.69 mph. blackburn was put in 
the truck on the run despite an 8.290 
pass at 165.74 mph. The other finalist 
was up for grabs as Trett and Thacker 
were set to do battle. When the green 
light came on the two riders were away 
even but, Trett’s huge Harley got up 
on the side of the tire, causing the bike 
to drift dangerously towards the guard- 
rail, Trett backed off the throttle to 
correct the drift but then Thacker was 
headed into the final. Frog ran a blis- 
tering 7.802/176.81 while Treet could 
only muster an 8.730/122.61 on the 
out of shape run. 

The Top Fuel final boiled down to 
Thacker looking to make up for his 
red light loss at the NMRA Southeast 
Nationals and O'Brochta who was look- 
ing to run at least a 7.630 to back up 
his National record attempt. When 
the green bulb was lit, Thacker was 
gone, leaving O’Brochta a lot of 
ground to make up. Though he tried 
valiantly it was not to be. Thacker had 
won the Northeast Spring Nationals 
crown. The only thing that remained 
to be determined was the ET of 
O’Brochta. As the fans awaited im- 
patiently for the public address an- 
nouncer to give them the news. 
Everyone wanted to hear the magic 
words that would bring the National 
Top Fuel Record back to the east coast 
for the first time in almost a decade. 
Finally a voice crackled over the PA: 
“Thacker 7.657 at 182.55 mph and for 
O’Brochta...7.559 seconds at 184.04 
mph, a new world record!” O’Brochta, 
with the help of Mike Grey of 
Terminal Van Lines, Kendall Oil, 
Dan Childs of Competition Products 
and Jim Longo of Karata Enterprises, 
was indeed the world record holder in 
Top Fuel. 

Super Eliminator 

Super Eliminator racing was extreme- 
ly tight and three national records 
were broken. Mike Bruso took his 
Power Ent. sponsored A/F Kawasaki 
to the number one qualifying position 


with a sub-record 8.094 seconds at 
153.32 mph. Jon Baught on the Baugh 
and O'Malley, Orient Express racing 
team, A/DT Kawasaki was the second 
qualifier with a sub-record 8.297 at a 
sub-record 163.04 mph. Bob Malloy 
qualified his A/DT third with an 8,502/ 
155.70. George Babor rounded out the 
top half of the field with an 8.598 
second pass at 158.45 mph on his 
Kawasaki Funny Bike. 

Eliminations started with Mike 
Bruso going against Mike Murdoch's 
funny bike in a battle of the 
Kawasakis. When Murdoch was doing 
his burnout he broke a piston, having 
a piece of it find its way to the bike's 
injector, holding it at full throttle. 
Piece of broken piston began emerging 
from the exhaust pipes. The motor 
could not stand up to the abuse and it 
finally succumbed to the strain; the 
cases broke and the inside of the motor 
was one big junk pile. Needless to say 
this gave Bruso a bye run to the semis. 
Mike ran a 10.747 at 88.75 mph but, 
something was not right with his racer 
either. After some time was spent in 
cleaning up Murdoch’s motor, Bob 
Malloy took on Alan Arbor. Malloy 
was quicker off the line and took an 
easy victory, running an 8.537/149.25 
to Arbor’s trailing 10.213/132.54. Next 
Sonny Michalowski pulled out on his 
Harley to do battle with Jon Baugh’s 
Kawasaki. Jon easily took the win, run- 
ning an 8.282/164.53 to Sonny's 9.211/ 
136.57. To end the round the other 
Orient Express motorcycle, ridden by 
George Babor, easily defeated Paul 
Traversa. Babor ran an 8.643/159.21 
mph on the Kawasaki funny bike while 
Traversa could only muster at 14.055 
at 109.62 on the dual engine Kawasaki. 

Round two saw Bruso facing Malloy 
for a spot in the finals. When the 
smoke cleared it was Bruso going to 
the finals and Malloy pa home. 
Bruso ran an 8.034/147.05, a new 
record for A/F, while Malloy could 
not chase him down with an 8.456 
second pass at 139.53 mph. The last 
spot in the field would definitely go to 
an Oriént Express bike as the two team- 
mates met each other in the semis. Jon 
Baugh got the freebie into the final as 
George Babor’s clutch creeped him 
through the light giving him a red 
light start. Baugh did not lie down 
though as he ran the fastest time ever 
recorded for an A/DT when he stopped 
the clocks at 8.177. He also set a 
National mph record on the run of 
166.05. 

The final had Mike Bruso, with a 
possible tired transmission, squaring 
off against Southeast National Super 
Eliminator champ, Jon Baugh. When 
the light went green Bruso was out in a 
flash as Jon Baugh sat and spun the 
tire badly. By the time Baugh took off 
down the track the race was over. 
Bruso was the new Super Eliminator 
Champ with a time of 8.141 at 135.95 
mph while Baugh clicked off to a 
14.571/47.09. 

Between them, Baugh and Bruso 
had managed to ca three National 
records. Bruso with the A/F ET mark 
at 8.03 seconds and Baugh with both 
ends of the A/DT record, 8.29/166.05.

Nationals champ, was third qualifier 
with a 9.130/143.54. The top half of 
the ladder was completed by Bob 
Carpenter of R.C. Engineering, who 
took his Kawasaki to a 9.146/143.31. 

Terry Vance led off the first round 


by easily handling Cedric Johnson’s 
Kawasaki. Vance ran a 9.103 at 
147.54 to Johnson’s 9.348/139.53. 
Southeast National Champ, Chip 
Solley was next up against Jay Kreider. 
Solley ended up with a 9.202/142.40. 
The third pairing was a rematch of the 
Gatornationals final round as Ed Ryan 
and the Ryan and Korey Harley faced 
off against Superbike Mike Keyte.

Ryan again tried to use his knowledge 
of the track, but, this time it was not to 
be as he lit the big red light, handing 
the win to Carpenter. Ryan ran a 
9.223/143.08 while Carpenter’s num- 
bers were 9.105 at 143.54 mph.

Turning a stock CR 
Honda into an RC 
works replica 


By Jim Gianatsis 


One of the more popular lines of production 
MX bikes on the market today are CR 125R 
and CR 250R Hondas. In many ways CR 
Hondas are more closely related to their RC 


works bikes counterparts than 
production bikes of other pop- 
ular Japanese manufacturers 

are to their own _ factory 


forebearers. It may seem the latest 
production CRs have nothing in 
common with exotic new RC Pro-Link 
factory Hondas and perhaps they 
don't, but they. are. still closer. to. the- 





previous year’s works bikes when it 
comes down to similarity of design and 
interchangeability of parts than product- 
ion examples of the other Big Three. 

The only place Honda tried to cut 
corners on production CRs in an 
attempt to keep prices down for the 
public was in suspension. 
Unfortunately, it is suspension and 
related handling of a MX bike which 
are its most important aspects. 

If the Honda CR stock suspension is 
less than perfect with Showas that 
don't shock, forks which flex and fade 
and swingarms which kick 
sideways...well, there is hope. Two 
manufacturers/distributors are deeply 
committed to the improvement of CR 
Hondas, particularly when it comes to 
suspension components. 

One of these is Mugen, a Japanese 
company owned by Hirotoshi Honda, 
son of Honda Motor Corporation 
founder Soichiro Honda, with very 
close ties to production and racing 
departments. at Honda.~.It..is.Mugen’s 





aim to market limited production RC 
type parts which Honda feels sales 
volume is just too small for them to 
market through the dealer network, or 
the parts are just too exotic to be 
required by the majority of CR Honda 
owners. Either way, Mugen offers 
what amounts to nothing less than 
works bike parts at works bike prices. 

The other company is Moto-X Fox, 
the only American company which 
manufactures complete suspension 
systems for dirt bikes. i 

If you already own a 1980 model CR 
with air caps on the forks, there isn’t 
much you can do to improve the stock 
forks any further. If you want the front 
of the bike to handle better you’ll need 
new forks to replace the spindley 
37mm stock forks with their 
somewhat basic damping performance 
and either 292mm of travel on the CR 
125R-80 or 295mm of travel with the 
CR 250R-80. 

The least expensive solution for 
front forks is available from Mugen. 
They offer factory type Showa fork leg 


assemblies with 39mm tubes and 
sophisticated shock-like internal 
damping. Front wheel travel- is 


increased to a full 300mm Some 
adjustability is available in the spring 
rates by altering internal air pressure 
at the air caps and changing oil 
volume to modify progression. The 
new Showa leg assemblies retail for 
$250 a pair and it is required the stock 
Honda triple clamps be retained and 
fork tube holes be bored out from 37 
to 39mm to accept larger tubes. 

Another solution for improving the 
front suspension of the CR Honda is a 
complete Fox Factory fork assembly 
from Moto-X Fox which is available 
with a choice of 280, 300 or 320mm 
travel. Fox Factory Forx have the 
world’s largest diameter fork tubes, 
44mm, with forged eight bolt triple- 
clamps and forged slider legs to be 
strong and flex-free. They also have 
air/coil springs for minor tuning, 
while a complete selection of firmer 
and softer internal springs and 
rebound and compression damping 
rates allow them to be dialed in for any 
bikg, rider or track condition. The 
complete Fox Factory Forx assembly 
goes for $469 

Rear shocks are where the CR 
Hondas need the biggest improvement 
when it comes to stock suspension since 
stock Showas come nowhere close to 
keeping the rear end under control on 
a rough track. The Showas look nice 
with their lightweight aluminum 
castings and piggyback resevoirs, but 
damping is nowhere close to right and 
they fade badly. 

The most popular and best 
production shocks on the market today 
are Ohlins which are available from 
Mugen and Husqvarna dealers. They 
are well proven in World 
Championship MX, are fairly 
lightweight, are rebuildable and offer 
adjustable damping. They are 
somewhat difficult to work on and 
tune for the average rider, though. 
The price is approximately $300 per 
pair. They are available in 16.25 
inch length for CR 125R-80. and 17 
inch length for the CR 250Rs. 

Moto-X Fox hopes to offer a shock 
which will out-perform popular Ohlins 
with their new Fox Factory Shox. Also 
working on the deCarbon principle 
and available with either remote or 
piggyback reservoirs, Fox Factory 
Shox are much easier to service than 
the Ohlins while offering more 
sophisticated damping that is tuneable 
for high ‘and low-speed compression 
and rebound and guaranteed not to 
fade. Available in lengths to fit stock 
CRs or increase their rear wheel travel 
even further, there is also a complete 
range of straight rate and progressive 
rate two-stage springs available. The 
price is $285. Moto-X Fox also, offers 











well-proven Fox AirShox with easily 
adjustable damping and two-stage air 
springs. 

Once the production CR has good 
rear shocks holding it up, rear 
suspension can be improved even 
further with addition of a stronger and 
lighter aluminum swingarm to replace 
the stock steel flexer. Mugen offers 
complete swingarm kits for both 250 
and 125cc models which go for $250 
each. A Fox Factory Swingarm is 
available for 250cc model CRs and is 
$195. Both swingarms from Mugen 
and Fox are welded up box section 
designs similar to Honda factory 
swingarms. They are built of aircraft 
quality aluminum which is heat 
treated after welding and are 
extremely rigid. 

Once you've gotten handling 
squared away on the CRs, they're 
pretty good bikes. The CR 250R-80 
could benefit from a longer swingarm 
to improve straight line tracking, even 
with the use of a Mugen or Fox 
swingarm, since the wheelbase is 
rather short at 57.5 inches. Even 
though Honda went to a longer 
swingarm on the CR 250R-80, they 
shortened the distance from front 
wheel axle to swingarm pivot in the 
process. Both Mugen and Fox should 
have longer swingarms available soon 
for this model. 

Some Pro caliber riders might be 
looking for a‘ little more power for 
their CRs and it just so happens, with 
the tie-in to the Honda factory, Mugen 
has the hot line to improving 
performance. What they offer are 
complete engine kits for CR 125Rs and 
CR 250Rs to raise horsepower in these 
models, as well as the now famous ME- 
360 kit which Marty Smith used in the 
1979 AMA 500cc Nationals. It 
converts a CR/250R into a 360cc 
Open class bike. The ME-360 won't 
intimidate other Open class bikes with 
sheer horsepower, but it will run rings 
around them on a tight and gnarly 
track where quick handling and a 
strong, snappy, yet controllable 
powerband are important. 

With Mugen engine kits you're 
paying for limited production works 

ike-quality type parts and price 
ranges which begin at $450 for the 
ME-250 kit and go up as high as $850 
for the Mugen-installed ME-360 kit 
prove it. With the ME-125 and ME- 
360 kits it is important to run entire 
kit assemblies if any benefit is to be 
gained since they are tuned as a unit, 
though Mugen will sell parts 
individually. 

With the ME-250 kit you can opt for 
just individual parts like the exhaust 
chamber for $130 and gain a 
worthwhile power improvement. 

The ultimate engine kit for CR 
125R is Mugen’s ME-125 W1 water- 
cooled engine kit. With this, along 
with other Mugen suspension goodies, 
you can duplicate the bike Team 
Mugen’s Johnny O’Mara will be racing 
in Nationals. Team Honda will also be 
using the Mugen water-cooled engine 
kits, though it is not certain if their 
125s will be Pro-Links or have 
conventional rear suspensions. 

Mugen is planning to build 
complete ME- 125 water-cooled bikes 
in the United States this fall to dodge 
import duties of bringing ready-built 
bikes in from Japan. Besides a water- 
cooled engine, the bikes will be tricked 
to the hilt with Showa works forks, 
Mugen swingarm and Ohlins shocks. 
The $3,995 price tag isn’t too 
unreasonable, but the catch is they 
have to have your $1,000 deposit by 
September 1 - so don’t delay!

MILWAUKEE, WI, JUNE 4 
“Jay Springsteen will be out of racing for an undetermined length of 
time,” said Harley-Davidson racing team boss Dick O’Brien in a call 


‘from his Milwaukee office. “His sickness before the Louisville National 


was the deciding factor. Both John Davidson and | were disappointed 
but not surprised that his sickness reoccurred.” 

This marks the second time that Harley-Davidson has put their 
three-time AMA Grand National Champion on the sidelines because of 
the undiagnosed stomach sickness/virus that has been bothering him 
for almost two seasons. Springsteen was put on an “indefinite leave 
of absence” on February 22 following a bout of sickness at the 
Houston Nationals. 

He returned to action at the May 4 San Jose National convinced that 
a vertebra discovered out of place by a chiropractor was the cause of 
all his. troubles. Springsteen finished second at San Jose. The 
following week at the Ascot National he finished 10th and became 
sick later that evening. The sickness struck again — on the morning of 
the Louisville National — and he did not compete. 

“waited until Tuesday (June 3) to call Jay,” continued O'Brien. “By 
that time he and his parents had already decided on the course of 
action to be taken. Unfortunately, | guess it had to come to this. 

“Jay accepts the decision. He accepts the fact that he must find out 
what is making him sick and get it cured if he is to race again. It 
frustrates me, but I'm more concerned for Jay. There will be other 
seasons and other races, but he has only one life, and he’s got a lot of 
years to go. 

“I would not expect him to ride in the near future. | really don’t see 
him riding for awhile. There will be no replacement for Jay. We may 
help other riders in the field; we'll have to see. His ride with Harley- 
Davidson will be here when he wants to go racing. We're behind him 
100 percent. 

“What a lot of people don’t realize is that there. is tremendous 
pressure at the top. Although he seemed to be the happy go lucky guy 
who was never bothered by anything, perhaps the pressure did get to 
him over a period of time. We aren’t used to seeing this in motorcycling, 
but it can happen just as it does in other sports.” 

Phone calls to Springsteen’s Lapeer, Michigan home brought no 
answer. A call to his parent's home provided the reason. “He's gone 
up north fishing for a week or two,” said his father Wayne. “He needs 
to think a bit about things. Making the decision was probably the 
hardest thing he ever had to do.”

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John Martin: Can-Am’s 
enduro ammunition

When you beat out Dick Burleson and Drew 
Smith for overall honors at two consecutive 


National Championship Enduros, people 
32 quickly take notice and begin to speculate on 


wnat kind of future you have. 
Could you be the one - the one 
who will put an end to the 
Burleson Championship 
winning streak? 

That was the kind of attention Can- 
Am’s John Martin attracted in the fall 
of '79 when he took top honors at The 
Indian Creek National -in -South 


Carolina and the top-rated Black Coal 
National in southern Indiana. 
Martin had been around the enduro 
circuit for two years before this, 
capturing the Minnesota State 
Championship in 1978 and winning, 
another overall and an occasional class 
win or two earlier in the ’79 season. 


His “overnight” success was 
truthfully the result of some sixteen 
years of local competition in a variety 
of dirt events in his home state of 
Minnesota. 


At age 24 he has tried his hand at 
hillclimbs, hare scrambles, MX, trials 
and Two-Day Qualifiers as well as 
enduros. His earliest partners on the 
trail were his dad and two brothers 
and two sisters. 


Winning the state championship 
brought him limited sponsorship from 
Can-Am and his 1979 record netted 
him a full-time position with the 
company. Two of his responsibilities 
will be to compete at all National 
Enduros and Two-Day Reliability 
Trials and to qualify for the ISDT. His 
goal for himself is to be successful in 
his quest for the National Enduro 
Championship if not in 1980, 
definitely before he gives up active 
enduro competition. 


It was Martin’s speed over a long, 
tight woods section at the Black Coal 
that blew people's minds last season. 
He had a time four minutes faster than 
Smith and seven faster than Burleson. 
His compact size on a 250 Can-Am 
seemed to encourage the machine to 
fly. His intense pace can spell success 
or occasionally disaster when he fails 
to catch sight of a turn arrow among 
the blurred trail markings as he roars 
by. Sustaining such a pace may be 
difficult to do consistently over an 
entire season. Only time will tell. 


Martin has one trump card missing 
from several other AA rider's hands 
for the 1980 season. He has been 
actively involved in the staging of all 
types of dirt events. This helps him 
know what goes into proper check 
placement. It also causes him to voice 
concern for the quality control. at 
National events. 


With the reduction in numbers, 
each event doubles. in importance. 
Low caliber Nationals (as has been the 
case more than once before) could 
turn a potentially tight championship 
race into a farce. Martin would like to 
see the AMA send a representative to 
all Nationals to preview layout and 
plans for check placement. 


In years past Al Eames attended 
several, if not ‘all, events, offering 
suggestions aimed at keeping the runs 
difficult enough to challenge the more 
skilled riders without destroying the 
rest of the entrants or their machines. 
If the title is going to continue to mean 
anything, Martin feels this kind of 
control is important. His personal 
choice would be the master check- 
placer himself, Jerry Schuler of Black 
Coal fame. 


Martin has one of the longer 
commuting distances to events, but he 
has learned that this road time is 
valuable for mental preparation. He 
passes the time reviewing enduro 
timekeeping tables - when he isn’t 
keeping an eye out for smokies. 


Martin's intense drive to get to the 
top of the enduro ladder (he advanced 
to the 5th rung and earned AA honors 
in last year’s efforts in National 
competition) does not mean he is never 
able to relax and enjoy the weekend's 
activities. However, he is more relaxed 
Sunday afternoon when everything is 
behind him. 


Roll out the pizza or popcorn; put 
on some Bee Gees music and he might 
even forget all about motorcycling 
for an hour'or two? ** °

In a recent issue of Cycle News it 
became official what a lot of us 
have been wondering about for 
many weeks. Would there be a 
National TT at Castle Rock this year? 
The answer is, no. 

It is only fitting that the race, at 
least for this year, came to a halt with 
a bang. It came in the same way 16 
years ago. 

Back in 1965 fans across the nation 
were asking, “Where the hell is Castle 
Rock?” and also, “who is the Mt. St. 
Helens M.C.?” 

The smallest town on the circuit was 
on the map with their first National at 
the smallest track on the circuit and 
with the last true AMA club to 
promote a major event. 

Yes, the mountain with the volcano 
can be seen from the track, which is 
close to the junction of the Cowlitz and 
the Toutle rivers — and a half mile 
from beautiful downtown Castle Rock. 

One river runs right next to the 
track and if a pit man is not careful he 
can fall into the river, Some have. 

Longview and Kelso, Washington are 
located just down the road to the south. 
That’s where most people stayed, main- 
ly due to the fact there were no motels 
or hotels in C.R. 

The first year, 1965, the word was 
out, “The Hells Angels” and their 
other unwashed cousins were heading 
that way. Most of the mainstreet in 
Longview was boarded up. The bad 
guys never found their way there for at 
least two more years. 

The first year did nearly open with a 
bang before the first race. At that time 
it was still under district referee 
control. The local ref was running his 
first big event and wanted it to run ex- 
actly like he had planned. 

He was uptight, to say the least. 
Trouble between riders and the 
official started early. Even some of the 
then Competition Committee members 
that were present were more or less 
told to go get lost. 

The riders finally started a pool, 
contributing money for any guy in the 
pits that would deck the ref. The pool 
did get started but never came off. 

The race program itself was a bang. 
The main event was decided on the 
final two turns and still ranks as one of 
the best TT finishes in all of racing. 
The win went to Dave Palmer. How 
many remember Dave Palmer? 

Down through the years many 
things happened at. Castle Rock. 
Three of the original members who 
sparked the club at the time all died 
from un-natural causes. 

The Northwest has always been 
noted for its rain, yet not once in the 
15 years was a race cancelled due to 
the wet stuff. 

Daytona was the first to have a 
streaker at a cycle race but Castle 
Rock topped that with three naked 
guys jumping the fence and running 
around the infield while the races were 
on! 

The overnight parking area behind 
the track was long known as, “Death 
Valley” because of all the happenings 
that took place on Saturday night — 
after the races each year for many 
years. 

The whole area nearly went up in 
flames one year when one of the 


hangers-on poured gas into a bonfire ~ 


to get attention. He got it and nearly 
burned up a dozen or so vans along 
with it. 

But in recent years it has calmed 
down and only a guy who threw out a 
dynamite cap a few years back has 
made much of a bang off the track. 

Of all the National tracks C.R. was 
perhaps the most feared by many 
riders and disliked by several others. 

Under various committee setups 
within the AMA over the years the 
National sanction came close to being 
stopped. Mainly it was attempted by 
raising the purse each year. C.R. has 
always paid more purse than Peoria 
and on several occasions, more than 
Houston. 

But the club hung in there year 
after year and paid what they were 
asked. They started out by renting 
grandstands from as far away as San 
Francisco each year. Later they took 
their money and bought their own. 

A year doesn’t go by at the National 
without somebody trying to steal one 
or more of the announcing speakers 
that are mounted on the poles around 
the track. 

The fans come early and stay late. 
Every year the highway patrol shows 
up after all the fans are parked and in 
their seats. Then comes the announce- 
ment that the cars parked on the 
shoulder of the highway will have to be 
moved, or they will be towed away. 

Every charitable organization in 
town has some type of concession stand 
at the grounds on race night. The club, 
by hosting the race, has aided these 
groups tremendously over the years. 

The Northwest fans are some of the 
most avid anywhere. I have written 
before that they come perhaps not to 
see who is going to win but rather how 
many of the National circuit stars are 
going to get beat. 

They had to wait six years before a 
Northwest rider finally won the main 
event and that was by inches. Since 
then the Washington/Oregon lads 
have scored a total of six wins, with 
half of them by the same rider, Chuck 
Joyner. 

The track itself looks short and 
simple to ride. But if you put all of the 
National dirt races each year up for 
comparison, the entire C.R. race 
program from start to finish would be 
difficult to top for pure action and 
thrills. 

Fan excitement can reach a fever 
pitch. One year a well built lady 
jumped the wall on the front straight- 
away where the main event was being 
introduced, tore open her blouse and 
went over and bear-hugged the rider 
she wanted to win! (He didn’t.) 

Like all club run events there are a 
few that do the majority of the work. 
The few have done their work well and 
it took a volcano to give them a rest. 

The club, whose official colors are 
green and white, now have a race 
track covered with from three to four 
feet of mud and ash. One fan called 
me and said that the large road grader 
was buried, except for the cab sticking 
out the top! 

In recent years the Northwest has 
been called the home of the TT “special- 
ists” and that is true. Many fine TT 
riders have come out of there, in- 
cluding the only girl to ever make Ex- 
pert, Diane Cox. Most of them did a 
great deal of their learning to race at 
C.R. 

The club says they will be back in 
1981. They have survived rain threats, 
AMA politics, gas shortages and key 
member deaths. Now a volcano has 
stopped them, at least for this year. 

I know many of the members of the 
Mt. St. Helens club personally. They 
have had their act together for too 
long to let Mother Nature stop them 
now. We'll see them back in July of '81 
— bet on it.

Ron Day retired his racing leathers 
and put on the black and white stripes 
of referee. Judging by the efficient way 
he handled the race, he recieved 
excellent instruction from Irwin Moon 
in Costa Mesa earlier this season. 
Together with starter Ron Mc Gill, 
another racer turned official, they are 
a winning team, utilizing their know- 
ledge and past experience in Class “A” 
Speedway to full advantage. 


The evening began on a somewhat 
somber note as announcer Don Jordan 
dedicated the race to the memory of 
“Rollin’ Rich” Mac Murray who died 
in a private plane crash in Reno, NV, 
on February 13. A moment of silence 
was observed preceding the National 
Anthem and then, to quote Jordan, 
“Now, let's get this race going; let’s do 
it for Rich!” ; 

That’s exactly what “Flyin’ Mike” 
Faria, northern California's number 
one, did in the Scratch Main. He 
jumped out in front from the number 
three position on turn one and 
comfortably retained his lead 
threatened only on the final lap, turn 
four, as “Do It” Duane Yarrow closed 
in on the outside followed by Dennis 
“Choo Choo” Robinson and “Mighty 
Mouse” Paul Orlandi, finishing 
exactly in the order of their 1979 
northern California point standings: 
one, two, three, four. 

The Handicap Main saw Harlan 
Bast in the lead as Robinson and 
Yarrow battled it out for second and 
third, giving the “crowd unquestion- 








ably the most thrilling race of the 
evening. Bast slipped to third place 
on lap three as Robinson took the 
lead with Yarrow putting on the 
pressure. There was no doubt in any- 
one’s mind it would be a battle to the 
finish. . 

As they entered turn four on the 
final lap, it was anybody's guess, as 
“Choo Choo” took the checkered flag 
on the outside by half a tire length. 
Robinson gave a jubilant kick with his 
right foot and raised a winning fist. 
This win had been a special one for 
Dennis, as he presented his winning 
trophy to Rich Mac Murray's mother, 
in memory of his best friend.

During intermission, he related 
that he was very happy to be back in 
California and wished he could stay 
longer than two days, though he loves 
riding in England where he has a 94% 
to 10 point average. Dennis is familiar 
with a quarter-mile track, but there 
are always adjustments to be made on 
any new track. He changed his gearing 
a bit and added some more guards, 
(an absolute must on Ascot dirt) and 
rode a little bit more like a flat tracker 
with emphasis on traction. 

The feature Match Race pitted 
Sigalos against. Mike Bast. Bast, 
winning the toss of the coin, threw it to 
the crowd (last time he gets my quarter) 
as his custom and took the outside 
starting position. Getting a 
tremendously fast start, Mike took a 
quick lead over Sigalos and stayed a 
fairly comfortable bike length ahead 
to win the two laper. 


Then came the Handicap Main. 
With Bast not qualifying, Sigalos 
looked like a sure winner. At the start, 
all the way from the 60-yard line, the 
number 30 motorcycle was off like a 
jet. Before turn one Sigalos was just 
inches behind last week’s champ 
“Bad” Brad Oxley. Into the second 
lap, Denny Pyeatt pulled out with bike 
problems and Oxley and Sigalos were 
a tight one and two with the Canadian 
Gary Ford in the number three spot 
charging hard. The third lap was the 
same and through the last lap the 
battle was still going strong. Oxley, 
riding an unfamiliar bike with an 
apparent abundance of power, got the 
checkered flag first by no more than a 
half a bike. Ecstatic about winning his 
second Handicap Main at Ascot and 
beating the talented Dennis Sigalos, he 
showed the crowd a little wheelie 
action in the infield. 


On to the Scratch Main. What a 
line up. On the pole was Keith Chrisco 
who won the Scratch Semi-final earlier 
in the evening. Beside him was Sigalos. 
Next was Shawn McConnell. And last, 
but never least, on the outside was the 
champ, Michael Bast. The gate flew 
up and the riders were gone. Into the 
first turn, Bast took a quick jump over 
Sigalos and into the second lap they 
wre running close enough to exchange 
phone numbers. Chrisco’s engine 
suddenly seized and he quickly pulled 
in the clutch and coasted disappointed 
into the infield. 

Now it was Bast and Sigalos way out 
front of McConnell. Turn four. Last 
chance for victory. Fifty feet before the 
finish line, Sigalos turned on what 
seemed to be an extra surge of power 
he had been saving, coming right up 
to Bast’s front wheel, but finishing just 
short. 


Second Division racing again 
seemed to be in number one form. 
Looking strong and riding hard all 
night, Marty Spellman waited for all 
the right moments and took his second 
Division Two Handicap Main event at 
Ascot. 

Next week is another special treat.

He was slated to 
ride Second Division on the 30-yard 
line, but due to a scratch, was given 
that big break, the First Division ride. 

Ford proved up to the task. 

As the tapes went up, Muntean got 
a fantastic start and in turn one nearly 
passed Ford. DeTemple, no stranger 
to working his way through traffic, 
began his precise “pick-off”. But he 
ran into some trouble as Louis Lind- 
wall wasn’t going to give in and so 
while Muntean, Lindwall and 
DeTemple began to battle it out, Ford 
lengthened his lead.

Welch’s wail, 
Howard howls to 
Treasure Hill GP 
honors

PIOCHE, NV, JUNE 1 

The brothers Welch, Kevin and 
Mike, after overcoming early de- 
ficits, cruised their Bombardier 
support/S&E Cycle Can-Ams to 


victories in their respective Open and 
125cc Expert classes in the Clover 








Creek Dusters, Motorcycle Racing As- 
sociation of Nevada, Treasure Hill 
Grand Prix at Pioche. 

The dominant forces in the 250cc 
Expert class and Over 30 Expert class 
(for riders age 30 and over) continued 
to decimate their respective divisions, 
with Chris Howard cranking to the 
250cc conquest on a Team Valley 
Cycle Yamaha while Team Sportsman 
Cycle Husqvarna main-man Casey 
Folks put it on the over 30 set. 

Super-Senior Ken Guio marked his 
return to MRAN racing with a win in 
the Over 38 Expert division (for riders 
age 38 and over) on a Husqvarna. 

The Big Piney, WY, resident has 
been saddled since January of this year 
with medical problems which 





prevented his riding, however, the 
veteran desert star recovered to score 
30th overall, second Over 38 Expert in 
his 16th Cherry Creek hare and hound 
last week in Delta, UT, before laying 
waste to the MRAN Over 38 class 
regulars in Pioche. 

The Dusters, of Caliente, NV, are 
the latest addition to the MRAN club 
roster, and although this was their 
maiden race, you wouldn’t have 
known it by the way the challenging 
1l-mile circuit was laid out, marked 
and manned by the enthusiastic group 
of 20 club members — who among 
their numbers have only six adults 
(Floyd and Melba Bradley, Ed and 
Jackie Bozarth, and Mr. and Mrs. Don 
Akers) with the rest of the gang being 
young Caliente riders. 

Club spokesman Floyd Bradley said 
that the town of Pioche was anxious to 
have its Grand Prix back on the 
MRAN calendar after it was dropped 
last year by the Silver City Scramblers. 
It seems that Pioche residents were not 
about to be outdone by the annual 4th 
of July Grand Prix in Caliente (a 
neighboring town 25 miles to the 
south), and they need not worry as the 
race was a huge success with over 150 
entries that included SoCal District 37 
and CRC desert ace, Mike “Sizzlin’ 
Six” Sixbery, Cherry Creek H&H 
promoter Don Fuller and most of the 
MRAN regulars. 

After Bryan Folks (Suz) and Kevin 
Kelley (Suz) captured minibike 
honors, the Open Experts roared off 
the line. 

Maico West/Vegas Cycle man 
Kevin Davis looked like he was shot out 
of a cannon as he catapulted his 400cc 
Megaform into the lead over the 
undulating, densely brushed, rocky 
start grid. 

Close behind was Vegas Cycle Maico 
Megaform-mounted teammate Anthony 
Pasqualotto, Can-Am's Kevin Welch 
and the R & R Services Yamaha of 
Don Fuller. 

Pasqualotto came to a quick halt 
when his carburetor slide popped out 
as the thundering herd funneled onto 
the course and almost caused a 
massive pile-up. 

Davis led until he found the only 
nail on the course, which punctured 
his rear tire on lap two, Welch battled 
by Fuller and then styled to a two- 
minute win. Fuller dropped from the 
leader board when he suffered front

and rear flats, accompanied by a sick- 
running motor, a fate realized by 
many of the entrants on the rock- 
infested, 6000 ft. plus elevation circuit. 
Davis recovered from his four-minute 
tire change and rode like a man pos- 
sessed to post second at the checkers 
and felt that if he had one more lap he 
could have caught Welch. Welch en- 
countered that he would have beaten 
Davis, even without the flat! The 
Davis/Welch grudge will have plenty 
of time to stew before their next show- 
‘down at the Caliente GP July 5. 
Smooth-riding Dennis Boone carded 
third Open Expert on his S&E Cycle 
Can-Am. 

The 250cc Expert heat was a Chris 
Howard cake-walk. The diminutive 
Yamaha pilot rocketed into the lead 
and was never challenged while build- 
ing a three-minute margin enroute to 
the checkers. 

Howard was turning such fast lap 
time that the 250’s had to go an extra 
lap when Chris came in four minutes 
under the prescribed one and a half 
hour minimum time required for the 
race. This caught then second place 
Expert runner Fred Hansen off-guard. 
Hansen elected to run his Sportsman 
Cycle Husky with the motocross tank 
and ran out of gas on the back side of 
the course with second in the bag. 

Montclair Yamaha-support rider 
Mike “Sizzlin’ Six” Sixbery assumed 
the runner-up spot and held it on to 
hold off the last lap charge of Team 
Sportsman Cycle Husky man “Chucko” 
Rush who finished third. 

The 125cc race saw Team Sports- 
man Cycle Suzuki-mounted Daryl 
Folks lead the start with Nevada 
Yamaha's Benny Brown and the Can- 
Am of Mike Welch in hot pursuit. 

At the midway point, Folks enjoyed 
a 30-second lead over Welch, who had 
gotten by the ailing Yamaha of 
Brown. Daryl’s Suzuki was also fitted 
with the smaller motocross tank and 
when he attempted to do his fourth 
tour without a fill-up he ran out of gas 
and turned the win over to Welch. 
The determined Folks, in a heroic 
effort to retain his number one plate, 
pushed across the finish line, three 
laps down. 

Pete’ Delmue, of nearby Panaca, 
garnered runner-up Expert honors 
when he passed eventual third place 
finisher Benny Brown in what was a 
good day for the local riders. Caliente 
sensation Jody Maeder posted his 
second consecutive second overall, first 
125cc Amateur finish and Lee 
Pearson, also of Panaca, finished third 
125cc Novice in his first race ever.

Snorteland, Morey 
blast CRC 
Saddleback MX

ORANGE, CA, MAY 25 

The Open Pros found a battle 
going down with Peter Snorte- 
land aboard his Yamaha in the 
lead and Donald Draskovich 
right behind. Sharing the track with 
the 125cc Pros, Draskovich had his 
hands full, getting past lapped riders 
for a shot at Snorteland. 

In the 125cc class, Bruce McDugal 
found a battle on his hands with Lance 
Moorewood and was doing all he could 
to pull away, having to pass the slower 
Open Pros. Moorewood ran a strong 
race until bailing off. Both McDougal 
and Snorteland had strong leads. in 








their individual classes. McDougal had 
a good seven second lead with Snorte- 
land nine seconds ahead of Drasko- 
vich. McDougal was flying! With Tim 
Hines now up in second, he built up a 
15 second lead. 

Draskovich went down, but 
managed to rejoin the race and get by 
some lapped riders, out to catch 
second place once more. Chris Morey 
worked his way into second in the 
125cc Pros, trying in vain to catch 
McDougal who by now had a twenty- 
five second lead. Both Snorteland and 
McDougal led the way when waved 
home by the checkered flag at the end 
of moto one. 

When the machines fired up for the 
second moto, Draskovich pulled a lead 
over Snorteland in the Open Pros but 
had to relinquish it by the end of the 
first lap. In the 125cc camp, Morey 
was holding off McDougal for the 
lead. Morey changed his jersey after 
the first moto and the new jersey 








seemed to make him go faster. In the 
Open class, Eric MacCracken moved 
on by Draskovich for second and a 
tight battle ensued > between 
MacCracken and Draskovich for 
second overall. McDougal, meanwhile 
was right on Morey’s tail, within a 
bike length of grabbing the over-all 
win. MacCracken followed suit for the 
Open Pros and was breathing down 
Snorteland’s jersey. McDougal was 
glued to Morey’s tail. 

As the white flag came’ out, Morey 
broke away from McDougal. With one 
half a lap to go, McDougal was 
withing four bikelengths of catching 
Morey. He turned it wide open and 
locked it there, after the win. 

As the checkered flag brought the 
madness to an end, Morey held his 
lead for the overall win for the 125cc 
Pros and Snorteland led the way across 
in the Open division, 

The 125cc Novices races as if for the 
last time. In the first moto, Mike 
Lentini blew everyone away as he 
captured thelead. He found strong 
opposition from Vint Butler on a 
Suzuki and Glen Roden, piloting a 
Kawasaki. Ian Fitz-Gibbon, moving 
up strong and into second, blew a shift 
and fell back to third. Undaunted, 
Fitz-Gibbon persisted and took over 
the lead after a neck and neck race 
with Butler on the downhill, stealing 
away the lead from Butler on the last 
half of the last lap. 


The second moto was just as insane! 
Butler took command with Fitz- 
Gibbon burning the rubber off his rear 
tire. With Roden in third, the class 
victory was up for grabs. Fitz-Gibbon 
finally made his move and slipped on 
by for the lead with Roden following 
suit and sliding into second, setting 
Butler back in third. 


When the checkered flag brought 
an end to the madness, Fitz-Gibbon 
wheeled down victory row for top 
honors, Butler ended the day with 
second overall and third overall went 
to Roden.

Racing Club riders descended on 
Carlsbad, a track that has tested 
the top European racers as well 
as our nation’s finest. A course known 
to defeat DeCoster. 

The Mini Novices were the first to 
find this out. Throughout the first 
moto a battle royale went down 
between Richard Fleming aboard a 
Kawasaki and Jeff “Jamit” Barbacovi 
and his Yamaha mount. These two 
tossed the lead back and forth like a 
hot spark plug and the end of the moto 
saw the win go to Fleming, his first in a 
pair of aces. 

When Fleming and Barbacovi met 
on the line for the second go at it, 
Barbacovi was off to a beautiful start, 
building a slight edge on Fleming and 
out for victory. When a thrown chain 
on the upper portion of the track 
threw Barbacovi out of the running, 
Fleming pulled away into a beautiful 
lead and held control to the end. 
Barbacovi was not forgotten. Open 
Pro rider Donald Draskovich went 
hunting and found Barbacovi, helping 
him back to home base. 

In the 250cc Intermediates Jerry 
Black turned his Maico loose and 
attacked the track. Black was so fast 
he was past the tower and halfway up 
Carlsbad Freeway before anyone could 
spot him. Black has an incredible way 
of starting out back in the pack and 
simply putting the field behind him. 

At the start of the first moto, Greg 
Taylor edged his Yamaha out in front 
for the.holeshot, but soon found Black 
on his heels and out for a pair of wins. 
Black took command of the lead on 
the Freeway, leaving Taylor to fight 
for second against John McCormick. 
Taylor fell back to third on the 
downhill and Black got held up by 
lapped riders but managed to 
maintain control and move on by. 

A pile up of riders in one of the 
corners put Taylor back in second. 
Heading into the white flag lap, Black 
was ahead by a mere 25 seconds and 
simply breezed on home for the win. 
Taylor's engine went south and he was 
forced back, trying to save his mount. 
McCormick, coming up strong, once 
more secured the second place spot.

Yamaha/DG rider Pete Snorte- 
land continued his dominance of 
the Open Pro class with two moto 
wins over tough competition 
from Maico rider Val Tamietti and 
Yamaha-mounted Bill Hagen.

Rick Johnson debuted the first 
ever water cooled machine at 
Speedway 117 in the 1980 coca- 
Cola MX Series and although he 


fell in the first moto, the Lett-prepared 
Yamaha pumper never missed a beat 
as he came back in the second moto 
for a tie-breaker win over Joaquin 
Picazo and another 125cc Pro 
triumph.

The 125cc Intermediate class was a 
real barn burner with Kurt Fryling 
scoring his first win of the season in a 
tie-breaker over 1980 Coke point 
leader, Jon Faure. Once again, the 
500cc Intermediates had a good go 
with Craig Infeld going two for two 
over point leader “Rocket Ric” Mahl- 
mesiter who had a come from behind 
second over Vince Kreiszinger. 
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The Junior classes were as big as life 
and twice as wild with Steve Hitt re- 
turning to action and regaining the 
1980 Coca-Cola Championship point 
lead over steady riding Mike Kincheloe 
in the 125s as Kincheloe dropped to 
fourth.

The 125cc combined race was a true 
short track number. Greg Nelson won 
it; the kids behind him being Joe Peter- 
son, John Barrickson, and Don Hoyt. 
They all stuck a wheel in on the 
winner. 

The 250cc Novice was a hot 
number, too. You could hear ’em 
clanging off of each other, six wide 
into the corners. Mark Coker won it 
with Bruce Nordstrom, Bruce Wind- 
ham and Ward McKee picking up the 
next three positions, coming off the 
number four corner to the checkered, 
side by side and looking for pushing 
room in the second moto. 

Rob Pfetzing drilled a hole through 
everybody for the win in the prestigious 
250cc Expert class war! There was a lot 
of swapping positions for the front 
four positions, leading to some hot 
handlebar rattling and wheel stuffing. 
Rich Pluger, Ron Bell and Terry Single- 
ton picked up the second, third and 
fourth place spots. From a trackside 
point of view, short track has got to be 
some of the neatest, close-quarter, go 


for it racing available. And proof that 
you don’t absolutely have to have an 
all-out $3600 short tracker to be 
competitive in this program is me. I 
ride a Honda motocrosser modified for 
TT and I'm sure not last. In fact, 
plenty of specialized Class C dirt track 
bikes have bowed to the Honda in the 
10 weeks I've raced it. 

The 500cc Experts were a small class 
for a change, but interesting. First, 
Craig Williams, on a bored and 
stroked 370 Suzuki thumper, has a hot 
rod on his hands. He worked with 
Powroll on the development of the 
500cc kit, and they’be got it pretty well 
tricked out. He won with the combina- 
tion. Joe Windham, who moved away 
and came back, rode an improving 
three motos for second and good ol’ 
Bill Bartels cornered third. 

Larry Bird won the Open class. 
Again. Ron Bell got second, which 
made a good day of riding for him, in- 
cluding his third in the 250cc Amateur/ 
Expert contact derby. Ron Bartels 
picked up another third for his day’s 
work. 

Money always makes 'em go ‘round 
faster! Darren Hulbert and Curtis 
Cannon put on a whale of a show in 
the 125cc Money race, fighting for 
every inch of lead they could wrest 
from each other. Cannon would ride 
mid-groove and Hulbert would come 
boiling into the corner setting up a 
wedge shot, only to get outta shape! 

The 250 Money race was a knuckle 
cracker! Chris Cannon (of Cannon, 
Cannon, Cannon, and Cannon fame), 
Rob Pfetzing, Eddie San Roman and 
the other short track crazies rolled a 
show from about one-half second 


before the flag moved, to about 50 feet 
across the finish line! It was a wheel- 
packed first corner with no room to 
wander. Everybody just gassed it and 
hung on, setting up for the next 
corner, knowing it was going to be the 
same on every other corner. Cannon 
put ‘em away as Pfetzing and San 
Roman diced away the laps. Jim Rosa 
is finally getting settled into riding a 
250cc hard, and pounded his way into 
fourth. 


Chris Cannon also put away the 
Open Money race guys. Joe Steffan 
pulled down second the hard way on a 
750cc Shell Yamaha. Had he been on 
a more agile 400cc, things might have 
been different. Craig Williams, on his 
hot-rod Suzuki tied up third on a 
going-away track.

Racing continued at Indian 
Dunes for the California Racing 
Club’s Tri-Valley Suzuki Summer 
Night Motocross Series, with a 


consistently growing rider turnout as 
the summer nears and the weather 
slightly warms. As in the first rounds 
of the Series, each class winner received 
a $10 gift certificate from one of the 
participating Suzuki dealers, along 
with a drawing for a set of stereo 
speakers, and qualifying for the final 
drawing for the new Suzuki RM 80 to 
be given away at the end of the series. 

In the night's Pro classes, Kurt Stur- 
geon ran away with both motos of the 
Open Pros, while the other two classes, 
the 125s and 250s, saw a lot of action 
going on for the leads. In the 250cc 
motos, Cycle Guide Magazine’s Dean 
Taylor holeshot the first race and held 
onto the lead for the first third of the 
race. Soon after, Premier Yamaha's 
Ed Arnet slipped by for the lead, and 
roosted off to the win. Taylor trailed 
in second for the rest of the moto, as 
Richard Bunch and Jay Haroutunian 
followed across the finish line. 

Round two saw Taylor again jump 
out into the early lead, and again 
Arnet pressured in second. But this 
time Arnet didn’t just slip by — at the 
end of the backstraight while trying to 
go outside of Taylor, Arnet momentar- 
ily lost control of his Yamaha, and 
took Taylor's front end right out from 
under him. Arnet went into the lead as 
Taylor somersaulted in second with his 
bike in third for a bit, then the two of 
them went off into the sand and 
stopped tumbling. This gave Bunch 
second and Haroutunian third, but 
Taylor managed to get back into the 
race after a brief visit from the ambu- 
lance crew, and worked back into 
fourth by moto’s end. Overall it read 
Arnet, Bunch, Taylor and Haroutunian. 

In the one-two-fives, Chip Johnson 
and Jimmy Simons took a moto win a 
piece, but it was Johnson’s first moto 
third that earned him the overall after 
Simons : dropped to fourth in the 
second round. The first moto was all 
Simons’ however, and he put the roost 
on from start to finish. Second went to 
Perry Cendro, while Johnson, riding 
for Tommy's Cycle Fun and Devo 
Sunware, ran third ahead of Jeff 
Harriott and Luft Racing’s Mark 
Moscrop. 


Johnson was the sole possessor of the 
second moto lead, as he shot into the 
lead right from the start and never was 
touched. Moscrop put his CR into the 
hunt all the way, but he couldn’t catch 
Johnson. Meanwhile, Cendro was 
doing a beautiful job of blocking and 
holding off Simons’ O'Neal Distribut- 
ing/Simi Valley Cycles Honda, and 
despite numerous attempts to get by, 
Simons could not find a way around 
Cendro. At the finish the overall order 
was Johnson in front with Cendro 
second, Simons third, Moscrop fourth 
and Jay Haroutunian third with a 6-5 
tally.

Shoemaker, Holley 
haul at CRC Indian 
Dunes MX

VALENCIA, CA, JUNE 1 

Well over 300 riders came out to 
Indian Dunes for the California 
Racing Club’s regular bi-weekly 
weekend motocross races, and al- 
though the classes were crowded, racing 
went on from early in the morning 
until right up to eight at night. Com- 
petition took palce on an extremely fast, 
revised Shadow Glen course that 
included a new start straight, and a 
sand section that went well beyond any 
loops in the past, going right through 
the trees and bushes near the river's 
banks. 

In the Professional ranks, over 50 
riders tested themselves in the three 
classes, with the usual 100% payback 
up to shoot at. In the 125s, Mugen 
USA/O’Neal Distributing’ Jimmy 
Holley picked up the overall while in 
the other two classes International Ya- 
maha’s Mike Shoemaker collected foru 
moto victories, two overalls and a big 
chunk of cash for all of his come-from- 
behind efforts. 

Shoemaker’s victories were not run- 
aways, however, none of them. Each 
moto he had to fight tooth and nail for 
the top slot, and the majority of the 
time it was with DG’s Pete Snorteland. 
In the first 500cc Pro moto, Snorteland 
grabbed the holeshot and began to 
stretch out a comfortable lead. Mean- 
while, Shoemaker was fighting his way 
through traffic, passing Cycle Guide 
Magazine’s Dean Taylor and Interna- 
tional M/C teammate Mark White, 
and at the end of the first lap, the 
order read Snorteland, Shoemaker 
and White. Snorteland pulled away 
from Shoemaker the entire first half of 
the race, but in the second half, Shoe- 
maker seemed to reel the Premier/DG 
Yamaha back in. Aside from the 
leading rush up front, another charge 








was mounted in the middle of the 
field, this one by Dirt Bike Magazine/ 
Van Nuys Suzuki's Kenny Zahrt. Zahrt 
pulled up from behind the pack after a 
horrible start, and steadily began pick- 
ing riders off, working his way into 
fourth, but he ran out of time before 
he could catch and overtake White. 
On the final lap things seemed to be in 
place in the top five, Snorteland out 
front, a comfortable margin ahead of 
Shoemaker, White a bit ahead of 
Zahrt, and Taylor holding onto fifth. 
But as the leader headed into the 
sandwash, the front position was vaca- 
ted by Snorteland when he went down, 
and Shoemaker inherited a victory. 
Snorteland managed a second after 
the delve into the sandy corner, with 
the remaining three holding position. 

The second moto was another Shoe/ 
Snort battle, this one right from the 
start though. Shoemaker was behind 
again, and Snorteland began to pull a 
slight lead in the early laps. 
Shoemaker caught on, however, and 
cranked up his pace to catch 
Snorteland once again. Before the half- 
way mark, Shoemaker was back on 
Snorteland, and soon after Shoemaker 
got by in the sand once more. When 
the checkers came out, it was 
Shoemaker with another win and the 
overall, Snorteland second and the 
same overall, and Shoemaker’s team- 
mate White third in both categories. 


In the 250cc battles, the Snorteland/ 
Shoemaker wars continued, as in the 
first moto the two jumped out into the 
early lead once again. This time 
Bobby Kline, riding for Kal-Gard, was 
right behind in third until his front 
end tucked underneath him in the 
fastest part of the sandwash, and he 
flew over 30 feet ahead of the bike 
before coming back in contact with 
Mother Earth. This left Kline hurting 
at the side of the track, and Shoemaker 
all alone to chase the leading Snorte- 
land. For eight laps Shoemaker reeled 
in Snorteland, then lost him again, 
only to pull back up to within striking 
distance, then, with only few laps re- 
maining, Shoemaker found a way 
around Snorteland back in the rough 
new sand loop. This lead was to hold 
until the checkers, as Snorteland fol- 
lowed in for second ahead of Eric 
MacCracken, Monte McCoy and 
Kenny Zahrt. 

In the second moto Kline was back 
out and at it again as he grabbed the 
holeshot and led the first half of the 
race with Zahrt right behind. Snorte- 
land held third for the first half, but 
Shoemaker got into third by the 
middle mark. The tables began to 
turn on the two leaders. Zahrt got 
picked off by both Snorteland and 
Shoemaker, but cruised in for fourth. 
Snorteland fell victim to another Shoe- 
maker pass, and he had to settle for 
third at moto’s end. Finally, Kline 
succumbed to the Shoemaker roost, 
and rode in for second. Overall it was 
Shoemaker, Snorteland and Zahrt tak- 
ing the biggest paychecks home. 

Final Pro action of the day came in 
the 125s, and in the first moto 
Yamaha Motor Corp.'s Erik Kehoe got 
out into the lead and never was 
touched the entire way. Jimmy Holley 
moved his Mugen powered machine 
into second early in the race, but could 
never catch Kehoe’s YZ, and had to 
settle for second. Second moto action 
saw Kehoe again grab the holeshot, 
but a first lap crash left him a long way 
behind Holley, who took over the lead 
and began to run away with the moto. 
Kehoe managed to pull into second in 
a few laps, but Holley was too far gone 
at that point, and all of his efforts to 
catch the Mugen were futile.

“Earthquake” 
rumbles at 
Mothers’ NMA 
opener

LAS VEGAS, NV, MAY 24-25 
“Earthquake” Erick Kehoe really 
knew how to put two days of rac- 
ing together, as he scored succes- 
sive overall wins in the 125cc 


Stock and 125cc Modified Expert class- 
es of the Mothers’ of Motocross National 
Motosports Association Western Region 
opener at Las Vegas Motocross Park. 

Racers- were vying for a top seven 








spot in each of the 40 NMA classes to 
advance in the Yamaha-sponsored 
$50,000 Grand National Championship 
Series to the Grand Finale in Ponca 
City, OK, Aug. 5-10. 

The action was intense from the Pee 
Wees to the 250cc Experts and with 
five remaining qualifiers scheduled at 
various SoCal MX facilities through- 
out the summer, the guys that make it 
to Ponca City will be truly representa- 
tive of the West's finest. 

George Holland parlayed his 
prowess over the 83cc Stock and 83cc 
Modified Experts to capture back-to- 
back wins in both divisions on his R&D 
Suzuki. 

Holland’s bid for a hat-trick was 
thwarted when his chain jumped the 
sprockets on the white-flag lap of the 
105cc Open heat while commanding a 
huge lead. Yamaha support rider Ron 
Lechien took over for the win. 

“King Richard” Saxton reigned over 
the Pee Wee Stock and Pee Wee Modi- 
fied ranks with consecutive wire-to- 
wire wins in each event on his factory 
ItalJet. Saxton cuminated his perfect 
weekend by topping the Junior Cycle 
Stock class for riders age six to eight on 
a support Yamaha. 

The superlative Kehoe and his 
factory-supported Yamaha never missed 
a beat enroute to the dual triumphs. 

Kehoe was challenged in each moto 
by rapid local Kevin “The Animal” 
Steele, who guided his Team Valley 
Cycle Yamaha to second overall in 
each division. 

In the last 125cc Modified heat it 
looked like a Las Vegan might score a 
big upset when both Steele and 
teammate “Cousin” Chris Howard 
gated ahead of Kehoe. 

By the third lap Erik was breathing 
down Howard's rear fender and found 
a way by when he threaded the needle 
perfectly, taking the high line on the 
banked turn before the start-straight 
and then cutting to the inside of 
Howard, who was floundering in a 
powdery berm at the bottom of the 
corner. 

Kehoe then set his sights on Steele, 
and when: the “Earthquake” -shook 











next to “The Animal,” the two 
momentarily locked bars. It was a 
close one, but neither crashed, and 
Kehoe cranked off to an eventual five 
second victory. 

Troy Blake, also R&D Suzuki- 
mounted, hammered the holeshot in 
the first 83cc Modified Expert heat, 
however, by the third tour was 
displaced by the  smooth-riding 
Holland. Blake held it on to finish 
second overall in the 83cc Stock, 83cc 
Modified Expert class, and completed 
his consistent weekend of riding with a 
second overall tally in the 105cc Open 
class. 

Although Californian Doug 
O'Donnel aced the 125cc Stock Novices, 
hometown riders Paul Parrott, on a 
Desert GMC-sponsored Honda, and 
Jon Wright, of the Vegas Cycle Suzuki 
Team finished second and third, 
respectively. 

Parrott came back to prevail over 
the 125cc Modified Novices with 
Wright finishing third and Vegan 
Gary Smith fourth. Bud Madden, of 
Las Vegas, won Saturday’s moto but 
slipped to a sixth overall finish because 
of a 10th place finish in Sunday’s heat. 

David Saxton, older brother of 
“King Richard” Saxton, sailed to the 
125cc Modifed Intermediate victory 
on his Mugen Honda. 


Local 250cc Experts Kevin Steele 
and Chris Howard really put on a show 
in the quarter-litre machine battle. 

Steele led off the start of the first 
moto, but lap-by-lap Howard whittled 
the margin down to a wheel-length by 
the white-lap tour. Howard made his 
move on the back straight, going deep 
on the outside of the bermed-curve but 
Steele slammed the door shut and held 
on for the win, 


In the second moto Howard gated in 
front of Steele, but “The Animal” was 
not to be denied. Steele went by 
Howard at the end of the back-straight 
on lap four, but his monoshocker was 
bucking like a bronco and Steele 
careened off the course unable to nego- 
tiate the rapidly approaching corner. 

Kevin re-entered the course at a dif- 
ferent location which is strictly pro- 
hibited by NMA rules. The rule states 
that you must re-enter the track the 
same place you exit. 

Steele was destined to be penalized 
one position at the finish, however, 
Howard ironically cut the course on 
the last lap in the same location and 
was penalized accordingly. That nulli- 
fied Steele’s fate. Steele was awarded 
the win with Howard a dejected 
second.

A Hawk takes AFM 
Golden State 
contest

SONOMA, CA, MAY 18 

Pat Eagan and his Cycle World/ 
Ontario Mototech Honda Hawk 
won the 430cc Production class 
race at Golden State Internation- 


al Raceway (formerly Sears Point) in 
the first AFM points race. of the’season 





at the facility. While proving that the 
previous weekend's victory at Riverside 
was no fluke, Eagan and the Hawk 
have clearly shown that, finally, there 
is an alternative motorcycle to the 
Yamaha RD350/400 that is capable of 
consistently winning the 430cc Pro- 
duction class. 

“We had a helluva race, and the 
Hawk soars,” smiled Pat wryly. Eagan 
rode the same Honda last year, a year 
that brought confusion, equipment 
breakdowns, poor parts availability, 
injury and general disappointment to 
Eagan. “(Kaz) Yoshima, using Mori- 
waki parts, is the reason we got horse- 
power — 5 hp more than last year.” 

The Honda led at the opening lap, 
followed closely by Marc Salvisberg 
(Karl’s Motors RD350) and Mark In- 
galls (Berkeley Yam RD400). By the 
fifth lap the threesome had pulled far 
ahead of Dale Alexander (Yam 
RD400) and the rest of the field. After 
Ingalls made repeated tries for the 
lead, he settled into the third position 
and waited for a mistake by the 
leading pair to let him by. But Salvis- 
berg wouldn't give in and continued to 
badger Eagan. 

“That sucker’s got torque!” com- 
mented Marc later. Eagan said, “I 
kept blowing this turn here,” pointing 
at Golden State’s turn 11, “and either 
Salvsiberg or Ingalls would stick a 
wheel inside of me, but I'd ‘make a 
hook’ on the turn and motor by.” 
Salvisberg was later disqualified for 
mechanical violations and Dale 
Alexander was awarded third place. 

Torque was the name of the game in 
the Open GP contest, also. Vance 
Breese (Sputhe Eng. Harley 1290) led 
from the start, only to be passed by 
Paul Ritter (Aero Union/Euromart 
Ducati 883) on the third lap. Breese 
followed Ritter (who was riding his 
1978 Sears AMA National winner) for 
the next five laps, holding off Kerry 
Bryant (Goodyear Kaw Z-1) and 
making his move on the last lap, 
Vance suddenly closed the gap coming 
out of the Carousel and passed Ritter 
in the turn seven hairpin. With only 
four turns left in the race, Ritter tried 
valiantly to regain the lead but 
crashed spectacularly in turn 8A. 

“I was trying to pass Vance and 
used too much throttle and low-sided it. 
His bike has a lot of pull,” said Paul, 
who only sustained a bruised shoulder 
and sprained wrist despite severely 
damaging Dale Newton’s Duck. 
Bryant and Jon Woo (Kaw KZ1000) 
followed Breese in. 

In other action, Mike Spencer of 
Champion Cycles in Costa Mesa put on 
a real display of smooth riding while 
winning 750cc Superstreet, 750cc Pro- 
duction and 600cc Box Stock. He rode 
650cc and 550cc Kawasakis. Kurt 
Knollenberg (San Jose BMW/Suzuki) 
rode his brand-new Suzuki GS1100 to 
the track, bolted on number plates 
and handily won the Open Box Stock 
class. The top three 750cc Box Stock 
bikes were the new Kawasaki 750s. 
Dave Emde made a rare appearance at 
Golden State, placing third on an im- 
maculate Suzuki 750cc Production ride, 
John Glover ventured up from L.A. to 
win the 125cc GP race and Fred 
Winters (Bob Wirth Yam TZ250) took 
the 250cc GP contest. Today's race 
was part of multi-race series points for 
ND, Kal Gard and Kawasaki. 

The front straightaway at Golden 
State had been paved the previous day 
and a strip of asphalt was literally 
coming unglued. Although it did not 
directly contribute to any mishaps, Al 
Collins, Tom Beisheim and Curt 
Maddox crashed as a group in that 
area during a practice session, with all

Day MX at

BLOOMFIELD, CA, MAY 25-26 
Dirt Riders, Inc. of Sonoma 
County celebrated Memorial Day 
and inaugurated the terrific new 
water system on their Bloomfield 








property with two days of the kind of 
motocross you dream about. The new 
well and underground pipes meant 
that water was available at all times to 
every part of the track. The dust could 
be knocked down on any section with- 
out stopping the race and without 
making any muddy spots. The motos 
were run by time, not laps — 30 
minutes for the Experts/Juniors, 20 
minutes for everyone else, plus one 
lap. In two days the riders here did 
more racing than they do on four 
Sundays elsewhere. 

The hard working club members 
who made the dream of excellent MX 
close to home a reality in Somona 
County deserve the highest praise and 
congratulations. This track was devel- 
oped by a handful of private citizens to 
satisfy their own need, which it 
admirably does, but there still exists a 
broad public need totally unmet both 
here and in most other California com- 
munities. County governments can tap 
the State Green Sticker fund to finance 
solutions to the unmet and growing 
recreational needs of their 
constituents. Perhaps the work of Dirt 
Riders, Inc. in Sonoma County will 
inspire them to get moving on such 
projects. 

On Sunday, the 250cc Experts and 
Juniors raced first, using a stagger 
start. Lance Carter on a four-stroke 
Honda had the holeshot and led a 
couple of laps before the lead went 
totally to Ted Cabral (Suz). Craig 
Schulz (Hon) holeshot the Junior 
portion of the moto with Wiley Craig 
(Suz), Berkeley White (Suz) and Jim 
Jepsen (Yam) following. Jepsen quickly 
took over the lead and with White and 
Craig following him as the Juniors 
began closing the gap separating them 
from the Experts. By mid-moto Cabral 
was far ahead and Carter was still sec- 
ond, but Jepsen had dropped behind 
White and they were now running 
fourth and fifth overall. By the time 
the white flag came out White and 
Jepsen were into third and fourth 
which became second and third when 
Carter apparently ran out of gas after 
30 minutes and couldn't complete the 
final lap. 

The second moto was holeshot by 
Troy Decoque on a Husky in the 
Expert portion with Cabral second 
and Palmer third. Craig, followed by

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was first off the Junior start. White 
and Jepsen again completed their 30- 
minute contest running first and 
second in the Junior division but they 
were not able to so thoroughly infiltrate 
the Experts this time. Cabral again 
was the runaway winner but Palmer 
and Decoque, finishing second and 
third, stayed clear of the Juniors eagerly 
pursuing them from behind. 


The OT motos were pretty much 
dominated by Ernie Cabral (Suz) who 
was first away from the start in the first 
moto and extended his lead to include 
lapping most of the field before the 
moto was completed. Bruce Brown 
(Yam) was in second place coming up 
the starting chute, but rather than 
turn he hung it up on the berm and 
Ken Kohart (Mai) went around the 
turn in second place instead. Max 
Thorburn’s Husky was third in line. 
Cabral and Kohart held onto first and 
second for the duration, but Robert 
Brookins (Yam) soon moved into third 
and stayed there for the finish. 

For the second moto Kohart 
claimed the holeshot and made it a 
real race with Cabral for several laps 
until he twisted up the power a little 
too much and looped it on an uphill. 
Kohart got everything right side up 
again and moving, but his goal then 
realistically could only be to regain 
second place — and he did it by 
getting in front of Roy Colyear (Suz), 
Bert Gamble (Suz), Jesse McKeever 
(Bul) and finally Brookins, all of 
whom had passed him while he was on 
the ground, Brookins again came in 
for third. 

The second day was not well adver- 
tised and only half as many riders 
appeared on Monday, but it turned 
out to be a dynamite day of racing. 
Everyone had someone to really test 
themselves with and to bring out top 
performances. Every win was shared 
with a challenger — with the exception 
that Beau Magly swept the 125cc 
motos one and one. But Beau got his 
dicing in on his 250 where there was 
plenty of competition and no crusing 
possible. 

In the first moto of that race, the 
250cc Experts and Juniors, came off 
the line with two Juniors ahead — 
Wiley Craig and Berkeley White — 
with Expert Ted Cabral third, all 
riding Suzukis. Almost immediately 
Bill O'Donnel (Hon) was in the lead 
and a lap later Cabral was in second 
and on O'Donnel like a shadow. White 
gave it everything he had for four laps 
in third and then dropped back 
behind the Experts with the other 
Juniors. Ken Palmer (Mai), Magly 
(Yam) and Bob Davis (Yam) diced for 
third until Davis stalled his engine 
momentarily which also slowed up 
Magly who was right behind him at 
the time, letting Palmer get a little 
breathing space between them. 

Up front O'Donnel and Cabral were 
giving each other a terrific race 
trading the lead back and forth 
through the corners. The outcome of 
the moto was pretty much determined 
by the fact that Cabral fell on about 
the 20th lap and O'Donnel pulled out 
a lead while Cabral was on the ground 
with not enough time remaining for 
him to catch up. 


In the second moto the riders came 
around turn one and over the jump in 
three even rows. The first row 
contained O'Donnel, Craig and Magly. 
The second row was Cabral, Palmer 
and White. Davis and the remaining 
Junior rider, Paul Brehmer (Hon), 
were “third.” When they settled down 
to race one behind the other rather 
than side by side, the order was 
O'Donnel, Magly, Palmer, Cabral, 





Craig, White, Davis and Brehmer. 
And that is how things stood for many 
laps with the exception that White fell 
and relegated himself to last place and 
a game of catch up which took him 
half the moto. 

At about the time White was 
catching Brehmer, Cabral moved in 
behind O’Donnel and began probing 
for a way by. Again, it was a fall that 
guaranteed the outcome of the moto. 
This time O’Donnel spent the critical 
moments on the ground that gave 
Cabral a sure first across the finish 
line. 

The 125s had either the best or 
worst race of the day; certainly it was 
both exciting and confusing. Half the 
riders lapped the other half, some of 
them more than once, and the obvious 
disparity in rider ability was a source 
of despair, delight and dispute. About 
the only thing that was very clear was 
that Beau Magly had next to no com- 
petition in this race. Wiley Craig 
(Suz), Magly, Berkeley White (Suz) 
and Larry Lengner (Hon) were the 
first four bikes off the line in the first 
moto, but the most exciting contest 
was between Jeff Cabral (Suz) and 
Richard Washburn (Suz) for first 
place Novice. Each of them led the 
other part of the first moto with 
Cabral being in front at the finish. 

In the second moto, Cabral was 
second at the start behind Magly and 
Washburn was fifth, which 
contributed to the fact that Cabral 
managed to stay ahead the whole way. 
Lengner was third in the first moto, 
but did not ride the second and Mike 
May claimed third overall with a 
fourth and a third-place finish.

In a definite change from the 
past, the Redding Dirt Riders 
put on an enduro under sunny 
May skies with the temperature 
in the 70s and 80s. Unlike the snow of 
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the past two events, this run was a 
pleasure. 

In addition to the good weather was 
a well-designed and executed enduro. 
Many enduros do not provide a com- 
plete or fair test of both riding ability 
and time keeping skill, but the Buck- 
horn was designed to do both. Some 
enduros concentrate so much on time 
keeping that riding ability is totally 
negated. The ride is slow, boring and 
with all the zeroes and low scores, 
there is a lot of complaining, nit pick- 
ing and protests which create head- 
aches and detract from everyone's en- 
joyment of the event. 

Other enduros are nothing more than 
timed hare scrambles with time keep- 
ing for all but the best riders being for- 
gotten. The RDR put on an enduro 
that tested both time keeping and 
riding ability. Riders had to keep time 
in all but one section. After gas was a 
long, tight section through the trees at 
20 mph. No one zeroed this one; the 
best score was a three with good B 
scores being 12 to 15 minutes late. To 
avoid making the rest of the event a 
race, the RDR wisely and professionally 
used a mileage reset at the end of the 
section. This put most riders back near 
their minute and a relatively slow 
average following produced a lot of 
zeroes at the next check. 

The one negative aspect of the event 
was the poor marking of turns. 
Everyone complained that many were 
not marked far enough in advance and 
many were also so poorly marked that 
the rider did not know he had even 
missed the turn until he started 
picking up W's. 

The course was run in the mountains 
outside of Redding just north of Mt. 
Lassen. The scenery was spectacular 
and riders had the time to enjoy it in 
the slower sections. The course wound 
its way around Cow Creek and the 
numerous water crossings created 
problems for some riders. One water 
crossing came equipped with about 15 
spectators who rode into a fairly 
remote area to take pleasure in other 
people's problems. One fellow, dressed 
in chest waders, was giving aid to B 
and C riders and another was record- 
ing the misfortunes with a movie 
camera. I suppose that will give the 
RDR a few good laughs in the months 
to come. 

Top score of the day was a three 
turned in by Jeff Henning riding an 
Orangevale Cycles and _ Hi-Point- 
sponsored KTM 420. He was followed 
closely by Matt Cullins on a Yamaha 
175 and Ron Stuliff (KTM 420), spon- 
sored by Hi-Point and Chico Cycles, 
both with four. Matt took second 
overall on the basis of the tie-breakers. 
It should be mentioned that Jeff and 
Rob were riding on a team with 
Charlie Morgan who was first Old 
Timer A with a score of 12. Charlie 
has really been smoking the OTA class 
this year. 

This enduro was one of the best 
rides of recent years and all you riders 
who didn’t come because of memories 
of the weather of past RDR events 
should come out next year and have a 
good time.

U.S. speedway wins — history 
repeats 


Congratulations to the American 
speedway riders competing in England 
this year. It looks as though they are 
headed for the top in international 
competition. It’s been too many years 
since an American team defeated the 
British and it's good to see it happen... 
again! 

Too bad your correspondent John 
Hipkiss was not aware that history was 
simply repeating itself before writing 
the “Yanks Are Great In England” 
article that appeared in the June 4 
edition of Cycle News. 


In 1937, a group of American 
speedway stars enjoyed an incredible 
season in England. The entire team 
was from southern California (most of 
them lived in Pasadena). That was the 
year Jack Milne won the World Speed- 
way Championship Final at Wembley 
Stadium in London, followed by two 
other Americans, Lammy Lamoreaux 
and Cordy Milne, in a 1-2-3 sweep for 
USA. 

The five other members of the 
American Team arrived too late to 
compete in the championship, but 
joined with the Milne Brothers and 
Lamoreaux to defeat the British in five 
straight test matches. So powerful was 
the American Team that a new team 
representing the British Empire was 
formed to compete against them. This 
team included the best riders from 
Australia and New Zealand in 
addition to the best from the British 
Team. Again, the Americans were 
victorious in every test match of the 
series. 

Pete Colman, Byrd McKinney, Earl 
Farrand, Shorty Campbell and 
Manual Trujillo rounded out the 
eight-man team. Each was a 
champion in his own right and 
competed in thousands of races 
throughout the world during the hey- 
day of speedway (AMA Class “A” 
Short Track) in the 1930s and 40s. Old 
time fans will remember that regular 
weekly events were held as many as 
seven times per week during the 30s 
and five nights a week in California 
following WWII. 

It's time for Americans to dominate 
the world speedway scene again, and it 
looks as though 1980 will be our year.

ment. The first, “Knowing that some 
of Jim’s knowledge was gleaned from 
our magazine...” is preposterous. I 
was a contributing freelance editor to 
Motocross Action from its very first 
issues, long before Miller had his name 
on the masthead, and only stopped 
writing and photographing for them 
two years ago because of their publish- 
er's unwillingness to pay within a rea- 
sonable amount of time, if at all. To 
the contrary, much of what MXA has 
published over the years was gleaned 
from my knowledge. And to say, “...he 
wasn’t actively involved in the sport 
during its formative years,” is pure 
Miller crap since the opening 
paragraphs of my editorial gave a brief 
history of my long involvement in the 
sport to qualify my opinions. For an 
editor, he certainly needs to practice 
reading. 

Next, Miller brings up the notion 
that the only reason publications like 
his and Cycle News employ freelancers 
like myself is that they can’t afford to 
send their own staff people to all the 
major races. Does this mean a 
particular publication's integrity is de- 
graded when they have to rely on a 
freelancer like myself? Miller obviously 
thinks so, and if that’s the case, MXA 
has been degrading itself for a long 
time. But Cycle News does not have 
the editorial staff and the financial re- 
sources to send their own people to the 
major National races every week across 
the country, In fact, I'm the only free- 
lancer they have ever contracted to 
cover National caliber motocross 
events on a regular basis and I feel this 
is due mainly to the fact that I was a 
staff editor for Cycle News for two 
years and can provide them and their 
readers with the reliable, accurate and 
authoritive coverage they require. Other 
publications which obviously feel the 
same about my journalistic abilities 
include Cycle World, Motorcyclist 
Magazine, and many other motorcycle 
publications around the world. 


I feel Miller should restrict his jour- 
nalistic ramblings to his own column 
in MXA where, on a monthly basis, he 
covers such important and relevant 
topics as washing Roger DeCoster's 
truck, and how he almost died in Baja 
and went to Desert Racer’s Heaven. I 
will:concede, though, that Miller does 
know more about motocross in Peru, 
Guam, Tahiti, Mexico and Hawaii 
than anyone else on earth and for this 
reason alone I do feel he should rightly 
hold the title of “Mister Know-It-All of 
Motocross.” 

On closing, every factory rider, 
team manager and track promoter 
whom I have come in contact with 
these past few weeks while covering the 
Nationals is in total agreement with 
my editorial and its views on how the 
AMA is mismanaging motocross in 
America. It now remains to be seen 
whether the AMA will try and improve 
the situation, or if the major factory 
teams and promoters will take the situa- 
tion into their own hands before it be- 
comes too late to save the sport.

Blue ribbon for 
Morehead at 
Harrington

HARRINGTON, DE, JUNE 8 


“Ohio, Ohio! The Ohio Misfits strike again,” 
shouted winner Steve Morehead, while hugging 
second place finisher Hank Scott as they entered 
winner's circle following the Pabst Classic run 


on the Delaware State Fair- 
grounds half mile. Their finish- 
ing positions reversed the order 
the Ohioans finished the previous 
week at Louisville and increased Scott's 
Winston Pro Series points lead while 
moving Morehead into a tie for second 
with fourth place finisher Alex Jorgen- 
sen. Floridian Billy Labrie joined More- 
head and Scott in winner's circle to 
make it a 1-2-3 sweep for eastern riders 
Sunday afternoon. 


Rain washed out the scheduled 
Saturday night running of the National 
after practice, qualifying and four laps 
of the first heat had been run. Tragedy 
struck for the second week in a. row as 
Steve Dallefeld, 20, of Canton, Illinois, 
was killed in a Saturday evening prac- 
tice session. Dallefeld slid down coming 
into turn thrée and was struck by an- 
other rider. The track’s physician, am- 
bulance crew personnel and Dallefeld’s 
father, George, worked for a lengthy 
period of time attempting to revive 





Dallefeld. He was dead on arrival at a 
nearby hospital. 


Time Trials 

Fewer than 48 riders posted for the 
event and Saturday night's time trials 
saw 42 riders turn in a timed lap with 
Scott Parker by far the fastest. Parker, 
riding his favored outside line, stopped 
the timer’s clocks at 26.193 seconds, 
just shy of the track record set by Dave 
Sehl in 1977. Defending Grand National 
Champion Steve Eklund was the second 
fastest qualifier with a lap of 26.513 
seconds. Following them were Scott 
Pearson, Steve Morehead, Terry 
Poovey, Ted Boody, Mike Kidd and 
Ricky Graham. 


Heats 

With the first heat red-flagged after 
four laps on Saturday night, the heat 
was restarted following a practice ses- 
sion on Sunday afternoon only to be 
red-flagged again when Terry Brow 
was left sitting on the line with his 
hand in the air. The second start was a 
clean one — one of the few of the bad- 
start-plagued program — and it was a 
Brothers Scott show for the first couple 
of laps with former Grand National 
Champion Gary Scott leading brother 
Hank around. 

Terry Poovey split up the brothers 
on the fifth lap after Hank has taken 
the lead from Gary. Poovey got by 
Hank on the sixth lap and opened up a 
comfortable lead only to drop out on 
the ninth go-around. 

“The flywheel spread,” said Texan 
Poovey, who had mentioned the 
previous night that he could win if 
they ran in the daytime. “Yea, I could 
have won the whole thing today. 
That’s how it goes sometimes,” said a 
dejected Poovey. 

With Poovey out of the way, the 
checkered flag saw Hank lead brother 
Gary across the line followed by Randy 


Goss who diced with fast qualifier 
Parker during the middle laps of the 
10-lap race, getting by on lap nine. 

Heat number two kept Carol 
Meiferdt and her scoring crew busy. 
Steve Eklund pulled a holeshot with 
his Zanotti Harley, leading Arai- 
sponsored Ted Boody around for four 
laps only to see a red flag which was 
brought out two laps after Honda’s 
Mickey Fay unloaded in turn three. 
Going down earlier was Corky Keener, 
but Keener had picked his bike back 
up and was back in the race in a 
distant last place. 

An air bag cast was placed on Fay’s 
leg, but he opted not to make a trip to 
the hospital and removed the tempor- 
ary cast and limped out to spectate. 

A single file restart gave Keener a 
second chance at advancing to the 
National, and the wily veteran pulled 
off a start that saw him blitz by half 
the field before they reached turn one. 
Eklund repeated his initial start and 
was long gone. Keener got by Boody 
on the sixth lap (the third of the 
restart) for second. Boody then hooked 
up into a dice with Ron Woods- 
sponsored Alex Jorgensen that saw the 
pair cross the line in a photo finish 
that went to Boody. 

The third heat was a follow-the- 
leader affair with Scott Pearson having 
leader honors until Army-sponsored 
Mike Kidd got by for good on the third 
lap. Pennsylvanian Billy Schaeffer 
dropped Pearson to third, and that 
trio circled the track in that order to 
the finish. 


The fourth and final heat belonged 
to Horton/KK Motorcycle Supply- 
sponsored Steve Morehead from the 
start. Morehead stretched out a tre- 
mendous lead over Ricky Graham who 
held second all the way. The third and 
final advancement position wasn’t de- 
cided until near the end of the race

and the honors went to Fletcher's H-D/ 
O’Brien Flowmetrics/Daytona Interna- 
tional Speedway-sponsored Billy Labrie 
after a multi-lap dice with Willie 
Crabbe and Wayne Rainey. 


Semis 

With only the winner advancing to 
the National, semis seem to always 
produce good racing. Harrington's first 
semi did as Scott Parker and Alex 
Jorgensen hooked up in a dice which 
Jorgy won. Finishing third after getting 
by John Wincewicz on the final lap was 
Honda 500 mounted Jeff Haney. 

Semi number two took forever to get 

underway. One false start after 
another delayed the program until 
referee Charlie Watson informed the 
penalty line occupiers — Willie 
Crabbe, Wayne Rainey, Ray Legary 
and Steve Monger — that one more 
creeping attempt would put them on 
the sidelines. 

Tommy Duma took the lead on the 
first lap and held it until the red flag 
was waved, stopping the race at the 
end of the eighth lap. Turn three had 
put another rider down, this time 
Steve Monger on the seventh lap. Noot 
Irvin bit the dust on the next go- 
around as did Chas Roberts. All were 
up and on their feet and Roberts 
swung his helmet at Rob Crabbe when 
Crabbe passed by on the cool-off lap. 
An altercation between the pair was 
halted and the two shook hands over 
what was described as “just close, hard 
racing.” The race was called complete 
despite several riders calling for a 
restart. 


National 

The 20-lap National was called to 
the line ahead of the Trophy Race and 
Junior Invitational race and the one 
thing on everyone’s mind was tire 
wear. Tires had worn out in just 10 


laps of heat and semi racing. Billy 
Schaeffer said, “My rear tire was com- 
pletely worn out in eight laps of my 
heat race. I was catching Mike (Kidd), 
and all of a sudden I didn’t have any 
traction. I thought I had a flat tire.” 

Starter Mike Anthony's headaches 
continued as he attempted to get the 
National underway. On the first 
attempt Billy Labrie, Scott Pearson, 
Alex Jorgensen and an irate Steve 
Eklund were moved back to the 
penalty line. Another attempt saw 
Gary Scott join them. 

When the green light finally flashed 
it was Mike Kidd underway the quick- 
est, and he led Morehead, Jorgensen, 
Hank Scott, Duma, Labrie, Boody, 
Schaeffer, Keener and Pearson by the 
grandstands and across the line at the 
end of the first lap. 

Lap three saw Duma down and out 
of the race and Kidd, Morehead, Jorgy 
and Hank Scott conducting a four- 
man fight for the lead. 

The front position remained in the 
above order until the ninth lap when 
Hank moved by Jorgy into third. The 
halfway flags saw Kidd lead 
Morehead, Hank Scott, Jorgensen, 
Labrie, Eklund, Keener, Pearson, 
Graham, Schaeffer, Gary Scott, Ted 
Boody and Randy Goss across the line 
in that order. 

By the 12th lap Eklund’s motor was 
making unhealthy sounding noises 
that would finally lead to silence and 
retirement on the 17th lap. 

The entire complexion of the race 
changed on the 15th lap when Kidd 
and Morehead raced side-by-side down 
the backstraight and went into turn 
three hot. Kidd came up the loser of 
the dice as he slid off the groove. He 
also slid down but kept the motor run- 
ning and was back up and rolling 
almost instantly. Although running at 
far less than racing speed he motored

down onto the groove reportedly balk- 
ing riders coming through turns 3-4, 
and came across the line in fifth spot. 

With Kidd out of contention, More- 
head motored on to his fourth Grand 
National Championship victory. Hank 
Scott finished an unchallenged 
second, but the third finishing spot 
was a controversial one after Labrie 
took it away from Jorgensen on the 
18th lap in a manner that had sponsor 
Ron Wood moody. Wood claimed 
Labrie had used less than gentlemanly 
technique in moving by. 

While Jorgy and Wood faced referee 
Watson with their complaint, Mike 
Kidd arrived on the scene and insisted 
he wanted to protest Morehead. Tom- 
my Duma also arrived on the scene, 
nearly as irate, and lengthy discussions 
between riders and officials followed 
winner's circle activities. Also addressed 
for yet another time were the many 
botched starts. But as the sun set, the 
many protests were put aside and the 
results declared official. 

The tire problem was a “for real” 
problem. Everyone’s rear tire was 
down to the cord with Kidd and Keen- 
er’s actually displaying spots where the 
inner tube could be seen poking through. 
“I don’t think they would have lasted 
one more lap,” said Morehead. 


Trophy Race 


Rob Crabbe grabbed the lead at the 
start of the 12 lap consolation race, 
but Klotz/Wiseco sponsored Scott 
Parker took the lead for good when 
Crabbe got off the groove in 3-4 on lap 
five and the front four position were 
set from that point to the checkered 
flag — Parker, Crabbe, Scott Drake 
and Willie Crabbe. Honda's Jeff 
Haney rode the wheels off his 500 to 
finish sixth behind Chas Roberts and 
ahead of Roger Crump and former

Junior Invitational 


Twelve yellow-plate riders posted at 
the line for a special $1,000 invitational 
race and it was Triumph-mounted 
Steve Hall who was the class of the 
field. Hall had qualified fastest with a 
26.926 second lap Saturday evening 
and with the exception of the opening 
lap that was led by Taylor White, the 
race was totally Hall’s. Hall’s Triumph 
is sponsored by Full House and Bauer 
Cycle. 


Rodney Farris kept his H-D of Mary- 
land sponsored XR in second the entire 
distance and had his friend Taylor 
White riding behind him up until the 
12th lap when White got off the 
groove and dropped to sixth, allowing 
Gregg Tysor, Jerry Bowman and 
Darrin Erichsen to move up into “big 
paycheck” spots.

Howerton hogties 250cc title

Team Suzuki’s Kent Howerton pulled out come- 
from-behind wins in both motos to clinch the 
250cc National Championship title, and Hon- 
da’s Chuck Sun got the edge on Yamaha’s 


Rick Burgett by virtue of his last 
moto win for overall in 500cc 
competition at the Atlanta Inter- 
national Raceway/Super Sports 
Promotions/WQxXI-presented Nation- 
al round. 

Heat was the factor to be reckoned 
with at the event. Temperatures climb- 
ed into the 90s, and many found it 
hard to deal with conditions, 
Howerton made it through both motos 
holding a steady pace and said he only 
felt a bit light-headed after the gruel- 
ing 40 minutes plus two lap heats. 
Howerton’s mechanic, Greg Arnette, 
did not fare as well, however. He passed 
out while working on Howerton’s bike 
in the pits! 

Burgett let everyone know once 
again that his 1978 500cc National 
title was no fluke by posting a solid 1-2 
performance. But Sun pulled out the 
stops in the second moto and beat the 
heat after his first moto runner-up 
placing. 

Reigning 500cc National Champ 
Danny LaPorte was back in the groove 
once again after two previous rounds 
of bad luck and crashes. LaPorte 
taillied a 3-4 day, jamming from mid- 
pack starts both times. 

“I got a bone bruise from those 
crashes in the past two weeks,” said 
LaPorte before the day’s racing to 
underway. “For a while I couldn’t even 
bend my legs. But this week I progressed 
70 percent. My bike broke because the 


500s have more horsepower and 
weight than the 250s, and we all used 
the same front ends. I learned the 
hard way.” 

Team Yamaha’s Mike Bell posted a 
2-2 day in the 250cc ranks, and looks 
to be the man to plug into the runner- 
up position in the standings just as he 
had done last year when LaPorte beat 
him in the 500cc title chase. Bell was 
visibly dejected after Howerton’s first 
moto win, knowing that Howerton 
needed only a 12th in moto two to 
clinch the title, even though one 250cc 
round remains to be run in Colorado. 

“I just want to try to keep on win- 
ning. I want to be a winner,” said Bell 
when asked where his inner-drive 
comes from. 


250cc National 

Honda’s Steve Wise, Bell, Kawasaki's 
Warren Reid, Howerton, Jeff Hicks 
and Mike Loeffler found optimum 
traction on the loamy starting straight 
and put the rest of the pack in tow at 
the start of the first moto. It didn’t 
take Bell long to see a line to the front 
and take it. Wise held onto second and 
Howerton displaced Reid. 

Things didn’t come easy for Hower- 
ton. A few laps into the race he went 
down in front of the scorer’s tower and 
fell to sixth. Bell was pulling out a fast- 
paced lead, with Wise and Reid 
giving the crowd what it wanted — 
a tightly fought battle for second. Reid 


made his move and took an inside line 
into a fast sweeper, passing Wise. 
Some contact was made and Wise 
went down. Suzuki's Darrell Shultz 
took advantage of the situation and 
rammed into third. Wise got back in 
the game in fourth. 

Then Reid pulled off in the me- 
chanic’s area for a few seconds as Shultz, 
a jamming Howerton and Wise went 
by. Kawasaki’s Larry Wosick was a 
steady sixth, and by halfway Mike 
Guerra took his factory Husky to 
seventh after moving from the back. 

Bell was pulling what looked like a 
safe lead, but Howerton had other 
ideas. He turned up the wick and dis- 
regarded what the heat was doing to 
the other riders’ paces, taking Shultz 
through a back section corner and 
going after Bell. 

Bell was slowed by lapped riders, 
and the moto came down to a frenzied 
skirmish between Bell and Howerton 
that took them away from the pack. 
Howerton went inside on the high- 
speed sweeper, took Bell over the 
double jump, and proceeded to skate 
away in style. Howerton, Bell, Shultz, 
Reid, Wise, Wosick and Guerra 
finished in the one through seven slots, 
spread throughout the field of riders. 

“I wasn't paying attention when I 
crashed,” said Howerton about his early 
moto get-off. “I wheelied through a 
rut and went down. Towards the end I 
just picked up my pace and held it 
on.” 


“I was running my own race,” said 
Bell back at his truck.’ “I guess I just 
wasn't ready for Howerton when he 
got there. I killed my engine after he 
got by, too. I had to downshift in mid- 
air and the bike started when I hit the 
ground.” 

“Steve (Wise) tried to go underneath 
me, and we bumped,” said Reid. “I 
bent the shfit lever against the case — 
that’s why I stopped in the mechanics’ 
area.” 


Reid, Bell, LOP’s Mark Lawrence, 
Shultz and Guerra went into the lead 
in moto two. Wosick wouldn't fare as 
well this time, as he was caught in a 
banner lining the track half a lap into 
the race. Reid and Bell began pulling 
away, never more than a few yards 
apart. Shultz moved to third and 
Howerton to fourth. Wise was closing 
on Lawrence — he got him with an 
ouside line on a straight. 


Reid took a run out front, but Bell 
got his front slot back a lap later. 
Howerton closed the gap, and found a 
way to take second. Bell, Howerton 
and Reid were running equidistant at 
speed. Shultz, Wise, and a precise 
riding Guerra were tailing. 

Bell again had troubles with 
lappers, and Howerton used the situa- 
tion to his advantage, passing Bell in a 
back section corner. He was never 
headed again for a perfect 1-1 day. 

Shultz pulled off the track, a victim 
of the heat. He poured some water on 
his head and retired for the day. 

Reid made a last ditch effort to get 
Bell, slamming into a corner on the 
white flag lap and crashing. Bell went 
around for a secure second. Reid, 
Wise and Guerra followed past the 
checkers. 

“We did it, man! We won it!” said 
Howerton’s tuner Greg Arnette, hugging 
both Howerton and Kent's wife Jill 
after the 250cc title was won. 

“It’s exciting to win the champion- 
ship, but it’s more exciting winning 
every race you can,” said Howerton. 

What if former 250cc National 
Champ and premier MX rider Bob 
Hannah hadn’t been injured and had 
been in the chase? “I would have beat 
him this year,” said Howerton. “I’m 
stronger than ever, and my bikes are 
much better than before.” 

“Reid stuffed me, and then he ate 
it. I don’t know how he was planning 
to get by,” said Bell. “I’m glad I didn’t 
get knocked down.” 





500cc National 

Maico’s Denny Swartz picked up 
where he left off at Red Bud last week, 
taking the holeshot in the first moto. 
Burgett was kicking off Sun as the two 
dueled for position. PDQ's Arlo 
Englund, Kawasaki’s Gaylon Mosier 
and Maico support rider Alan King 
were also in the hunt. Marty Smith 
crashed hard half a lap into the race, 
and was seen on his knees off the track. 
He regained composure and took off 
again about two and a half minutes 
down. 

Burgett, Swartz, Sun and Englund 
were doing the pacing. Sun closed on 
Swartz, but it took him a number of 
laps to pass — Swartz was no easy 
target. 

By halfway, Burgett had a lead he 
would hold to the finish. The only 
thing that almost stopped him was a 
near get-off through some whoops. 
Sun was trailing, and LaPorte was the 
man to watch. From a poor start he 
ran to fourth. He turned it into a third 
by moto’s end. 

Over the finish line came Burgett, 
Sun, LaPorte, Kawasaki's Goat Breker, 
Yamaha support rider John Day, Wheel- 
smith Maico rider Steve Rhyan, Eng- 
lund and Mickey Kesser.. Swartz had 
faded to 10th. 


“For about 30 minutes my feet were 
on fire,” said Burgett while soaking his 
feet in ice water. “It felt like there was 
a blowtorch underneath them. I was 
just cruising for awhile,~but then I 
decided it was time to get down.” 


“That was the hardest to keep going 
it’s ever been, After about lap five I 
was dead,” said Shultz as he ate a 
banana in the pits. “I'm not really in 
shape — I have to work on my bike all 
week.” 

“My seat came off and I had to 
stand — I couldn’t take the heat,” said 
King. He had tried to walk off the 
track, but passed out going to the pits. 
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Burgett decelerates ahead of Denny Swartz (31) and Arlo Englund. 


Many riders took the heat hard. 

“My rib feels funny,” said Smith 
from under a wet towel in the Suzuki 
pits. It was later learned from Suzuki 
Team Manager Mark Blackwell the 
rib was possibly cracked. 

Jimmy Weinert hadn’t done well in 
moto one, and a rock knocked his gas 
petcock off at the start of moto two, 
putting him out for the day. Sun, 
Burgett, Honda's Jim Gibson, 
Englund and LOP’s Marty Moates 
went into the lead. Moates soon 
plugged into third. Burgett challenged 
Sun until lappers set him back. Moates 
was looking the best he has this season, 
holding a consistent third that didn’t 
fade until late in the race — when 
LaPorte came up to do battle. 

The Moates/LaPorte clash was 
tight. LaPorte would close, but 
Moates would turn on his motor in the 
straights and get his edge back. Finally 
LaPorte got by in the fast sweeper, 
went after Burgett and got him, but 
then fell. Sun took the win with a 20 
second lead followed by Burgett, 
Moates, LaPorte, Gibson and Englund. 

“I could have gone better, but as hot 
as it was I just paid out the energy as I 
went,” said Sun, “Last week mud, this 
week heat, next week elevation (in 
Colorado) — we get a little of every- 
thing.” 

“I was dead at the 15 minute mark,” 
said Burgett. “I needed somebody to 
pace me. When LaPorte went by I fol- 
lowed him. Then he slid out.” 

“My brake pedal stuck and I went 
down,” said LaPorte. I just set a good 
pace the second time out. I've been 
breaking so much in the last two weeks 
that I haven't ridden any motos latcly."@

Ogilvie/Miller 


battle to win 
Baja Internacional

ENSENADA, B.C., MEXICO, JUNE 7 


Each surviving a head-on collision with a car 
coming the wrong way on the course, Team 
Yamaha’s Bruce Ogilvie and Chuck Miller kept 
the gas on their YZ465 to win the 482-mile 


SCORE Baja Internacional with 
a time of nine hours, 39 minutes 
and 25.27 seconds, six minutes 
ahead of the runners-up, Kem 


Park and Terry Clark on a 390 
Husky. 

The accidents, which happened 
within 50 miles of each other, forced 
the pair to replace a front wheel, and 
then the front forks, changing their 
14-minute lead into a one-minute 
deficit, but they gained back much of 
the lost time. Neither rider was 
injured, though Bruce could not 
remember riding the few miles from 
the scene of his accident to the rider 
changeover point at Ojos Negros. 

Team Yamaha's Class 21 (250cc) 
entry of Jim Fishback and Bob Rutten 
made it three wins in three tries this 
year, topping the class by 13 minutes. 
In the 125cc Class 20, the Premier 
Yamaha of Kurt Pfeiffer and Mike 
Goodwin emerged victors after a tough 
battle with the Yamaha of Bob 
Maxwell and Randy Coulter. 

In Class 30 (for riders over 30) the 
win went to the Kern Sport Cycles/ 
Anaheim Husqvarna-sponsored 390 
Husky of Richard Jackson and Dennis 
DeCamp after they made quite — 
some said unbelievable — a late race 
charge. In Class 38 (riders over 38) 
Dick Vick and John Watkins 
continued their victory stroll, taking 
the win on their YZ465 without signif- 
icant opposition. 





Most riders were unhappy with the 
course due to its short 241-mile 
distance and the two-loop structure of 
the race, which forced riders on their 
second loop to weave their way 
through the slower four-wheel classes. 
Passing, due to heavy dust and the size 
of the cars themselves, was difficult. 
Most riders said that once many of the 
cars saw them, the car would pull 
over, but it often meant working 
through a quarter-mile moving dust 
storm to get close enough. 


SCORE President Sal Fish admitted 
that he wasn’t altogether happy with 
the course, but pointed out at the 
riders’/drivers’ meeting that “the days 
you can go anywhere you want here 
are coming to an end.” 

Also adding to the danger factor 
was the amount of non-race traffic 
going both forward and backward on 
the course — not only the Mexicans 
who live in the areas the course passes 
through, but American pit crews and 
spectators as well. 

There were, unfortunately, more 
injuries than usual. Fred Hansen, Jr. 
of Las Vegas was riding a 250cc Husky 
with Rick Finger when he hit a rock on 
the way to Mike’s Sky Ranch and 
suffered a lacerated throat, broken 
ribs, and a broken femur. He was air- 
lifted to University Hospital in San 
Diego. Husky's Scot Harden apparently 
hit the same rock and injured his 
shoulder. Class 30 entrant Ivan 





Summers suffered a broken leg before 
reaching the highway to Valley de 
Trinidad, but with the help of some of 
the four-wheel teams, was reached and 
then taken to San Diego. And finally, 
Larry Roeseler, co-winner in the 
Mexicali 250, went wide around a 
corner to avoid an oncoming car, got 
into some rain ruts and crashed, 
suffering a mild shoulder separation. 
“I knew that Jack would ride the rest of 
the way, so I just rode one-handed 
until I got it to him,” said Roeseler 
later. 


Racers started from downtown 
Ensenada beginning at 5:30 a.m., and 
rode the highway connecting 
Ensenada and San Felipe for 13 miles 
before they headed off the road at 
Piedras Gordas, or if you will, the 
Pepsi Stand. The three most successful 
teams in the past three years of SCORE 
racing — Ogilvie and Miller, Harden 
and Brent Wallingsford, and Roeseler 
and Johnson were among the first four 
to start, going right after the first bike, 
the Husky of Wayne Martin and Rusty 
Clarke. 


With the bikes starting 15 seconds 
apart, it wasn’t long before Miller and 
Roeseler used the Yamahas’ top end to 
overtake Martin and pull into the 
lead. With Harden right behind them, 
the leaders began to hit traffic as the 
course neared Ojos Negros and 
continued on to the first check at El 
Rayo. “One guy in a Bronco, he raced 
us,” said Miller after the race. “He was 
going pretty good, and we had to fight 
to get by him.” 

Fishback and Rutten started off 
smoothly in Class 21, taking a one- 
minute lead past check one, with the 
Dan Ashcraft/Mark Zoller Viking 
Air/Up-Tite Husky leading the 
pursuit. Scott Coutts (Hus) had the 
lead in the one-two-fives at Santa 
Catarina, check two, with Maxwell 


and Coulter four minutes in arrears. 
The Pfeiffer/Goodwin team was 
another four minutes back. 


Charlie Conway and Lynn McGraw 
had the Class 30 lead at Santa 
Catarina, slightly ahead of Mac 
Douglas and Lon. Peterson (Yam) and 
(on elapsed time) the late-starting 
Jackson/DeCamp effort. Vick and 
Watkins started next to last in Class 
38, but were running with the Rod 
Gilliland/Zane Prather Husky and the 
Bryon Farnsworth/Bill Friant Yamaha 
two hours into the race. 


After crashing past El Rayo, 
Roeseler dropped to a half nour 
behind Miller at the next check, and 
subsequently, dropped nearly a half 
hour more before he could get the bike 
to Johnson. With Roeseler losing time, 
second place was inherited by Harden 
and Wallingsford, until Scot. got off 
and hurt his shoulder on the way to 
Mike's. He got the bike to El Rodeo, 
where Wallingsford took over for the 
remainder of the race. 


After the problems encountered by 
Harden and Roeseler, second in Class 
22 was taken over by Park and Clark 
on their Husqvarna-sponsored entry. 


In Class 21, the lead was taken over 
briefly by Ashcraft and Zoller when 
Rutten got a rear flat, but the Yamaha 
teamsters were quickly back out front 
and got some breathing room when 
Ashcraft bailed off and broke his 
throttle. i 

At El Rodeo Maxwell and Coulter 
had the small-bore lead, with Coutts 
and Pfeiffer/Goodwin running in a 
virtual dead-heat for second. 

The Can-Am of Ron Bishop and 
Mike Harper had the Class 30 lead at 
El Rodeo, four minutes ahead of 
George Erl and George Luther on an 
Up-Tite Husky. Vick and Watkins had 
10 minutes on the next Class 38 entry,

Farnsworth and Friant, at that point. 

Five miles out of Ojos Negros, the 
end of the loop, Ogilvie encountered a 
Bronco driven by an American. The 
driver hit the brakes trying to avoid 
Bruce, but the rear end slid out and 
Ogilvie caromed off the rear flank of 
the car, impacting hard enough to 
rupture the car’s fuel tank. “I got 
thrown 10 feet over an embankment, 
and after I landed I remember 
screaming to myself ‘don’t pass out, 
don’t pass out!’ Bruce related later in 
the day. The front hub was broken, 
but Ogilvie got the bike to Ojos 
Negros, where the front wheel was 
replaced and Miller took over. 
Ironically, the Yamaha crew had 
pleaded with the driver at the highway 
crossing to not go on the course, 
warning him that the racers would be 
coming. 


Ogilvie had also bent the forks a bit, 
but Miller's encounter wiped them out 
totally. Heading for El Rayo, Miller 
hit a Mexican car going the wrong 
way, jamming the front wheel between 
the car’s bumper as he went over the 
bars onto the hood and then slid off 
the windshield. He was unhurt but the 
forks were so bent that the front wheel 
would hit the exhaust pipe. 
Fortunately, one of the Team Yamaha 
trucks was at El Rayo, and they were 
able to put a fresh set of forks on the 
bike. “They were stock YZ forks and 
they pumped up after 15 minutes, but 
they got us here!” Miller said at the 
finish. 


The time they lost with the crashes 
and repairs put Park and Clark in the 
lead at Santa Catarina by one minute, 
although the Yamaha was still 
physically out in front. Ogilvie and 
Miller pulled even by the check at 
Mike's, then worked up a three-minute 
lead by Tres Hermanos and a six- 
minute lead at the finish. 








It was Park's first big-bore ride in 
Baja, and Clark was making his first 
appearance south of the border in 
several years, but they put it all 
together for second overall. “We were 
down on speed,” said Clark at the 
finish line. “This thing can do 85 or 
90, and the Yamahas were clocked at 
119. When there’s 70 miles of roads...” 

Fishback was the next rider to 
finish, and the Class 21 winning 
Yamaha was less than two minutes out 
of second overall. Fourth bike in was 
the Ashcraft/Zoller Husky, and their 
second in class was their best SCORE 
placing ever, with Ashcraft in his first 
year of competition. 

The American Honda entry of Bill 
Tarling and Steve Subith finished 
third 250cc, fifth overall on their 
CR250. Other than one flat, the pair 
reported no major troubles. 

The long riders in Class 22, 
Wallingsford and Johnson were next 
into the finish, taking third and fourth 
respectively. 

The Maxwell/Coulter vs. Pfeiffer/ 
Goodwin Class 20 battle continued hot 
and heavy around the second loop, 
with each bike staying within two 
minutes of each other on elapsed time. 
Coulter, taking the final leg on the 
Dales Modern Cycle/Mac Douglas/4- 
M/Yamaha-sponsored machine, was 
two minutes down when he got the 
bike and rode madly to try and eke out 
the win. On the return trip through 
the Pepsi Stand and onto the highway, 
Maxwell lost control on the pavement 
and slid over the cliff. It took several 
spectators to pull the machine back 
out, and the time lost effectively ended 
Maxwell's chances. Pfeiffer, at 16 the 
youngest member of the Roy's Boys 
Racing Team, and Goodwin had the 
victory, winning by two minutes. 
Kurt's older brothers, Scott and Kent, 
had their share of troubles and 
finished fifth in Class 21. Third went

to Scott Atchison and Mike Willis on 
their Midas Muffler/Yamaha-spon- 
sored mount. 

The Class 30 battle was about the 
hottest of the day, with five teams in 
contention for the lead at the end of 
the first loop. At Santa Catarina on 
the second loop, the Erl/Luther Husky 
had a slim lead over Conway/McGraw, 
the Mac Douglas/Lon Peterson 
Yamaha, Bishop/Harper, Jackson/ 
DeCamp and the Neil Grider/Arne 
Gruner Husky. 


DeCamp lost some time near Mike's 
when he got the bike stuck in a mud 
hole and it took the efforts of himself 
and four Mexican spectators to get the 
bike unstuck. He ran out of gas two 
miles before Trinidad, and bummed 
enough gas to get to the pit. Jackson 
had his own problems when a Jeep he 
was lapping waved him by and then 
moved right into him, forcing him to 
crash and breaking the clutch lever 
off. 

At El Rodeo, Erl had a seven minute 
lead on Bishop and 11 minutes on Jack- 
son. At the next check, about 40 miles 
later, the two Huskies were nearly even 
on time and the Can-Am only three 
minutes behind. Jackson went on to 
win by three minutes with Erl and 
Luther second and Bishop and Harper 
third, losing their early lead when they 
seized going out on the second loop. 


Erl was upset after the event. “Vick 
looked over his shoulder and saw dust 
coming from the shortcut. A mile later 
he (Jackson) blew by him like he was 
tied to a stump. The SCORE truck 
wasn’t there (in the shortcut area) on 
the second loop. The guy said he was 
on course and I can’t disprove it.” 

“Don’t listen to any of this shortcut 
business. The guy did it with this,” 
said DeCamp, Jackson's partner, 
holding up a closed-fist, cocked-wrist 


Tight hand. “He's the fastest rider in 








Class 30. My job is just to keep us in 
there and spell him.” 

Vick and Watkins finished about 
the same time as the Class 30 leaders, 
with a 20-minute margin over Farns- 
worth and Friant. Third went to 
Parker winner David. Miller, who rode 
with Wayne Decklevar on a Southwest 
M/C Sales-sponsored Yamaha. 


Although many riders weren’t happy 
with the way the event turned out, 
others gave it good marks. 

According to Sal Fish, Mexican au- 
thorities have not yet reached a deci- 
sion on whether to allow a point-to- 
point event for the Nov. 4-7 Baja 
1000, or to make it a loop type event.
